Office of Inspector op Factories, 

Hartford, Conn., December 1, 1894. 

To his Excellency Luzon B. Morris, Governor : 

The Act creating the office of Inspector of Factories makes it the 
duty of the inspector to carefully examine as often as practicable all 
buildings and places where machinery is used, and to report to your 
Excellency on or before the first day of December in each year, the 
condition, as respects safety to life and health, of the factories, build- 
ings and places visited by him, which report is to be printed for the 
use of the General Assembly at each of its regular sessions. In per- 
formance of the duty so imposed, I beg to report that during the 
year ending November 80, 1894, there have been officially visited 
and carefully examined by the Inspector, or by special agents em- 
ployed to assist him in the performance of the duties of his office, 
1,154 factories and places where machinery is used, this number is 
678 in excess of the number examined the preceding year and 665 
greater than have been visited in any one previous year since the or- 
ganization of this office. In 879 of the establishments visited, the 
conditions as respects safety to life and health of those employed 
therein were found to be so satisfactory that no changes were con- 
sidered necessary. In the remaining 775, in order to protect, so far 
as practicable, the lives and health of those employed therein while 
engaged in their ordinary duties, it was considered necessary by the 
Inspector to issue to the owners, or those in control of said places, 
notices to make certain changes in their establishments. The changes 
so ordered number 1,789. Of this number 1,450 were intended to 
insure greater security against accidents, and 389 were considered 
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requisite for the preservation of the health of those employed. The 
aggregate of pprsons employed in the places examined during the 
year is 98,428. In those places where no changes were ordered 
17,174 persons were employed, while in the 775 places in which 
changes were ordered to be made, there were 76,254 persons em- 
ployed. With but very few exceptions those who had charge of 
making these changes have shown a most satisfactory inclination to 
complete the same within the time granted by the law, and I am grat- 
ified to report that in but few instances has it been necessary to make 
additional visits to secure completion of the changes ordered. 

Of the Eastern States, Connecticut, although small in area and 
population as compared with others, has by her great and varied man- 
ufacturing interests acquired a degree of prominence and prosperity of 
which her citizens can well be proud. Grouped together in our great 
manufacturing cities, or scattered throughout the length and breadth 
of our state, her great factories and workshops send to all parts of 
this country and the world such samples of the skill of their workmen 
as enables them to compete successfully with all others. Although 
standing twentj'-ninth among the States in the number of inhabitants, 
Connecticut ranks as the tenth in value of manufactured products, 
and only a few States exceed her in the relative proportion of value of 
manufactures to population. Our population in 1890 was 746,258, 
and of this number 149,939 persons, or 20 per cent., were employed 
in factories and workshops. 

The following from the census returns for Connecticut for the year 
ending May 31, 1890, affords some interesting facts illustrating the 
great importance of the manufacturing industries in this State :

That the great and fast-increasing proportion of her citizens en- 
gaged in manufacturing should so far as possible be guarded against 
accidents and be surrounded bj such conditions as would be con- 
ducive to the preservation of their lives and health, the State has 
placed upon her statute books our Factory Inspection laws, and 
from time to time amended or added to these laws as experience has 
proven necessary. While these laws were enacted primarily for the 
benefit and protection of the employed, yet the interest of the em- 
ployer is so closely identified with that of his employee, that any- 
thing tending to improve the condition of one cannot but be of 
mutual benefit to the other. 

FIRE ESCAPES. 

The inefficiency of our laws regarding fire escapes demands the 
attention of the General Assembly. Many of our factory buildings 
are of wood and highly inflammable. Others, of brick or stone, are 
filled with inflammable materials, and the lives of the working 
people, especially in the upper floors, are in daily peril because of 
insufficient exits or any suitable arrangement of fire escapes. In all 
these cases the danger of loss of life by fire is supplemented by an 
almost equal danger of death or injuries in the event of a panic 
among the employees, and a mad rush for the open air. 

It is to be regretted that, as explained at some length in my report 
for 1893, the Factory Inspection laws do not give the Inspector 
power to order changes in factory buildings by which these dangers 
may be averted. 

The laws found in the General Statutes, Sees. 2,645, 2,646 and 
2,647, relating to the subject of fire escapes, were variously amended 
in 1889 and 1893, and now read as follows : 

'*Seo. 2,645. Every story above the second story, not including 
the basement, in any workshop, manufactory, hotel, building oc- 
cupied on such story as an assembly or lodge room, by any literary, 
benevolent, or other society, boarding house accommodating more 
than twelve lodgers, or tenement house arranged for or occupied by 
more than two families, shall be provided with more than one way 
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of egress, bt stairways on the inside or fire escapes on the ontside 
of the building, and such stairwajs and fire escapes shall be kept 
free from obstruction and shall be accessible fi-om each room in said 
story. 

''Sec. 2,646. It shall be the duty of the first selectman of the 
town, or the firo marshal of the city, or the mayor of the city, when 
there is no fire marsbal, or the warden of tbe borough, in which any 
such building is situated, to examine all buildings referred to in the 
preceding section, and if, on examination, he fiuds that such build- 
ing ia provided with fire escapes or stairways, as required by said 
section, he shall furnish the owner thereof with a certificate to that 
effect, in which case such owner shall not be liable. 

'*Sec. 2,647. Every owner of such building wbo shall violate any 
of tbe provisions of the two preceding sections, shall be fined fidy 
dollars." 

It will be seen that the power to enforce protection by fire escapes 
or otherwise for the employees in our factories, is placed by the law, 
not in the hands of the Inspector of Factories, who, from experience 
with the subject would be best qualified to determine what changes 
in the way of better protection are needed, but in the hands of the 
local authorities. In the course of my examinations of factories 
throughout the State, I have found that there are comparatively few 
places where the local authorities have complied with the law. They 
do not appear to regard the examinations as incumbent upon them, 
and there is no exaggeration in saying that the law is practically 
obsolete throughout Connecticut to-day. 

In two of tbe larger manufacturing States, Massachusetts and New 
York, tbe matter of fire protection for factory employees is very 
properly placed in the hands of inspectors in State employ. In 
Massachusetts, the law reads as follows : 

AN ACT IN RELATION TO WATS OF EGRESS AND HEANS OF ESCAPE FR03J 
FIRE IN CERTAIN BUILDINGS. 

*'Sec. 1. Every building now or hereafter used in whole or in 
part, as a public building, public or private institution, schoolhouse, 
church, theatre, public hall, place of assemblage or place of public 
resort, and every building in which ten or more persons are employed 
above the second story in a factory, workshop, or mercantile or other 
establishment, and every, hotel, family hotel, apartment-house, 
boarding-house, lodging-house, or tenement-house in which ten or 
more pei-sons lodge or reside above the second story, and every fac- 
tory, workbLop, mercantile or other establishment, the owner, lessee, 
or occupant of which is notified in writing by the inspector herein- 
after mentioned, that the provisions of this act are deemed by him 
applicable thereto, shall be provided with proper ways of egress, or 
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Other means of escape from fire, suflScient for the ase of all persons 
accommodated, assembling, employed, lodging, or residing in such 
bnilding ; and snch ways of egress and means of escape shall be kept 
free from obstmctiony in good repair, and ready for nse. Every 
room above the second story in any such building in which ten or 
more persons are employed shall be provided, if the inspector men- 
tioned in the following section shall so direct in wiiting, with more 
than one way of egress by stairways on the inside or outside of the 
building, placed as near as practicable at opposite ends of such room ; 
stairways on the outside of the building shall have suitable railed 
landings at each story above the f\rst, and shall connect with each 
story by doors or windows ; and such landings, doora, and windows 
shall be kept clear of ice and snow and other obstructions. Women 
or children shall not be employed in a factory, workshop, mercantile 
or other establishment, in a room above the second story from which 
there is only one way of egress, if the inspector mentioned in the 
following section shall so direct in writing. All doors and windows 
in any building subject to the provisions of this section shall open 
outwardly if the inspector mentioned in the following section shall so 
direct in writing." 

The law of New York on the subject is equally efficient, and reads 
as follows : 

''If, in the opinion of the factory inspector, it is necessaiT to in- 
sure the safety of the persons employed in any manufacturing estab- 
lishment, three or more stories in height, one or more fire escapes, 
as may be deemed by the factory inspector as necessary and sufficient 
therefor, shall ne provided on the outside of such establishment, con- 
necting with each fioor above the first, well fastened and secured and 
of sufficient strength, each of which fire escapes shall have landings 
or balconies not less than six feet in length and three feet in width, 
guarded by iron railings not less than three feet in height, and em- 
bracing at least two windows at each story and connecting with the 
interior by easily accessible and unobstructed openings, and the bal- 
conies or landings shall be connected by iron stairs, not less than 
twenty-four inches wide, the steps not to be less than six inches 
tready placed at not more than an angle of forty-five degrees slant, 
and protected by a well-secured hand-rail on both sides with a 
twelve-inch wide drop-ladder from the lower platform reaching to 
the ground. Any fire escape so constructed shall be sufficient Any 
other plan or style of fire escape shall be sufficient, if approved by 
the factory inspector, but if not so approved, the factory inspector 
may notify the owner, proprietor, or lessee of such establishment or 
of the building in which such establishment is conducted, or the 
agent or superintendent, or either of them, in writing, that any such 
other plan or style of fire escape is not sufficient, and may, by an 
order in writing, served in like manner, require one or more fire 
escapes, as he shall deem necessary and sufficient, to be provided for 
such establishment, at such locations and of such plan and style as 
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shall be specified in such written order. Within twenty days after 
the service of such order, the number of fire escapes required in such 
order for such establisbment shall be provided therefor, each of 
which shall be either of the plan and style and in accordance with 
the specifications in said order required, or of the plan and style in 
this section above described, and declared to be sufficient. The 
windows or doors to each fire escape shall be located as far as pos 
sible consistent with accessibility, from the stairways and elevator 
hatchways or openinc^s, and the ladder thereof shall extend to the 
roof. Stationary stairs or ladders shall be provided on the inside of 
each such establishment from the upper story to the roof, as a means 
of escape in case of fire." 

Should the General Assembly conclude that it is desirable to con- 
tinue in the hands of local authorities this entire matter of fire protec- 
tion, then I earnestly renew the recommendation made in my report 
for 1893 in Sec. 2,645, "that the stairways to be provided therein 
shall be placed as near as practicable at opposite ends of the room, 
and guarded as provided in the Massachusetts law, and that when- 
ever fire escapes are required they be of such material, construction, 
and capacity as to aflTord a safe and speedy means of escape in case 
of fire, and that section 2,647 be so amended as to provide for a 
more eflScient enforcement of the law by the local authorities." 

UNSAFE BUILDINGS. 

Among the dangers to which factory employees are exposed, there 
is none greater than that arising from buildings, weakened from the 
age of materials and overloaded beyond the safety point with 
machinery and goods. The inspection work of the past year has re- 
vealed some instances of this kind, and letters have been received at 
this ofi9ce during the past two years, inviting attention to others. 
The law relating to unsafe buildings is found in Sec. 2,626 and 
2,627 of the Revised Statutes, which read as follows : 

"Sec. 2,626. The court of common council of each city shall 
have power to make ordinances to prevent the erection of unsafe 
buildings therein, to provide for the examination of all plans and 
specifications of proposed buildings, to provide for the inspection of 
all buildings in process of erection, to make general rules regarding 
the materials to be used in buildings, and the strength and manner 
of using the same, to prohibit the erection of any building not in 
conformity with such rules and the plans and specifications of which 
shall not have been examined and approved in accordance with such 
ordinance, and to provide for the appointment of an inspector of 
buijdings. 

"Sec. 2,627. The selectmen of any town, the court of common

council of any city, and the warden and borgesses of any borough, 
may, and on the written application of any of its inhabitants, shall 
examine any building or proposed building therein with reference to 
its safety, after reasonable notice to the owner or builder and occu- 
pant, and may make such written order relative to its construction, 
maintenance, protection, repairs, or removal, as they may deem 
proper, a true and attested copy of which shall be left by some 
proper officer with or at the usual place of abode of such occupant, 
and such owner or builder, if resident in this State." 

It is possibly an oversight on the part of the framers of the Factory 
Inspection law that, while the local authorities have power to make 
orders relative to unsafe buildings, the Inspector of Factories is 
given no authority whatever in the matter. As a non-resident, he 
cannot even prefer a request to the local authorities to act, or even 
to make an examination of a factory building which is clearly unsafe. 
It would seem to be advisable that the law be amended so as to give 
him authority to request that an examination be made and orders 
given, if any may be found necessary, for the placing of the building 
in a safe condition. 

SANITARY CONDmONS. 

In this respect, the Connecticut laws are insufficient. Sec. 2,267 
of the General Statutes requires that every person or corporation 
owning or operating any factory, workshop in which five or more 
persons are employed, must provide "suitable water closet accommo- 
dations." The fault with our law is that it is not explicit, and even 
in instances where closets for men aud women are not separated, 
where doors do not close, and even where the contents are not fre- 
quently removed or properly carried off by a water flow, the claim is 
made that the accommodations are sufficient and quite within the 
requirements of the law. As a result, the sanitary conditions in 
some of our factories are extremely bad, and the employers object to 
the expense and trouble of remedying them. Questions not only of 
decency, but of the health of employees are involved in this matter, 
and it would appear advisable that the powers of the Inspector be so 
enlarged that he may be in a position to enforce such changes as will 
produce reasonable sanitary conditions in cases, comparatively few 
as they are, where strong measures are necessary. 

VENTILATION. 

Many employees engaged in buffing, polishing and grinding in the 
factories manufacturing metal goods have been substantially benefitted 
by the law enacted in 1893 empowering the Inspector of Factories to

order the introdaotion and operation of suitable apparatDS for remov- 
ing the excessiye dust generated in these pnrsuits. This dnst, drawn 
into the lungs of the workmen, is very injurious and is frequently the 
origin of diseases which, in a shorter or longer time, are fatal. In 
many factories the proprietors had, prior to the law of 1893, adopted 
measures for the removal of this dust, and since its passage, simUar 
or later improved methods have been adopted in several other fac- 
tories in the State. Efficient as the Connecticut law may be for the 
protection of metal workers, it might properly be extended to em- 
ployees in other pursuits. The Massachusetts law is more thorough 
than that of any other State in this respect, for it applies not only 
to dust from metals, but requires provision for ventilation so ^^as to 
render harmless, as far as practicable, all gases, vapors, dust or 
other impurities generated in the course of any manufacturing pro- 
cess or handicraft carried on, * * * that may be injurious to health." 
With comparatively few exceptions, the manufacturers of Connec- 
ticut have pursued a liberal and intelligent course in the matter of 
the general ventilation of factor}* buildings, and in several instances 
they have expended large > sums in providing systems of artificial 
ventilation. In other casep we find the other extreme, confined air, 
with vapors and gases arising from manufacturing processes, in- 
sufficient window space and the temperature oppressive. It must be 
evident that these conditions are not conducive to the best work by 
the employees, and that it is not, independent of the wrong inflicted 
upon the working people, a wise business policy to permit such con- 
ditions to exist. There may be, as some manufacturers assert, cer- 
tain manufacturing processes which cannot be conducted to advan- 
tage in freely ventilated rooms, but in most instances such a system 
of ventilation could be secured as would greatly benefit the employees 
without detriment to the employer. 

SEATS FOR FEMALE OPERATFVES. 

Another enactment by the General Assembly of 1893 which has 
been beneficial to the working people is the law requiring that in all 
mercantile, mechanical or manufacturing establishments suitable 
seats for the use of female employees shall be provided, and that the 
use of the seats by such females shall be permitted ^^when they are 
not necessarily engaged in the active duties in which they are em- 
ployed." 

Public sentiment on this subject had, prior to the passage of the 
law, done much toward leading employers, especially in stores, to 
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care for the physical welfare of the women and girls in this respecti 
and the crystallizing of this sentiment into the form of law has had a 
farther beneficial effect. Its observance is now general thronghont 
the State> and few complaints of violations have been received. 

ELBVATOBS. 

In view of the rapidly increasing use of elevators in factories, 
stores, hotels and ofl9ce buildings, the legislation by the General As- 
sembly of 1898 regarding the custody of elevators and that requiring 
that safety devices be provided for all elevator cabs or cars alike for 
those conveying passengers and freight, if considered necessary by 
the Inspector of Factories, was timely and has proved beneficial. 

Elevators of modem construction are, almost without exception, 
fitted with effective devices for holding the car in the event of the 
parting of the cable. But many of the older ones, especially those 
of cheap construction and used for freight purposes in factories, 
were unprovided with safety devices of any kind, and accidents were 
frequent and often fatal. The Inspector has given careful attention 
to the enforcement of the new law as to safety appliances, as well as 
to guards for elevator wells, and accidents are now comparatively 
rare. 

The prohibition of the employment of boys under sixteen in the 
care and running of elevators has been generally observed. The in- 
experience and carelessness of boys scarcely in their teens, have 
been, in years past, largely responsible for many of the elevator ac- 
cidents reported. The prohibition of the employment of such persons 
is wise and should be maintained. 

BEPORTS OF. ACCIDENTS. 

I beg leave to renew the recommendation made in my last report 
for a law requiring that whenever a serious accident occurs to em- 
ployees of mercantile and manufacturing establishments, mines or 
quarries, that the employer of the person injured or killed be required 
to report the facts to the Inspector of Factories. Such reports would 
favor early investigations by this office, and orders designed to pre- 
vent further accidents in cases where they were due to conditions 
which might be changed. Sec. 8,567 of the General Statutes re- 
quires early reports of accidents on railroads, to the end that inves- 
tigations may be made by the Railroad Commissioners, if deemed 
necessary. This requirement is of advantage not only to the public 
but to the railroad corporations, in that an official finding of the 
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facts may be made, and a like requirement applying to manufactur- 
ing and other establishments, might be of equal advantage. 

WORK OF THE OFFICE. 

Following is a summary of the work of this office during the last 
five years and five months :

An inspection of the table above printed shows that the work of 
the office has increased annually, and that during the year 1894, it 
was more than double that of any year since the office was estab- 
lished. 

REVISION OF FACTORY INSPECTION LAWS. 

Seven years have elapsed since Connecticut, in 1887, with due 
consideration for the safety and health of that constantly increasing 
class of her citizens employed in the manufacturing establishments 
of the State, enacted our Factory Inspection laws, providing for a 
system of State supervision over "all buildings and places where 
machinery shall be used." These laws were substantially a copy of 
those then in force in Massachusetts, and although since that time 
that State has been constantly amending and adding to her laws rel- 
ating to factory inspection, the Connecticut laws have remained, with 
the exception of slight amendments and additions, the same as when 
originally enacted. 

It would seem advisable that at the next session of our General 
Assembly our laws relating to factory inspection should be carefully 
examined and compared with the laws of other States on the same 
subject, to determine if any further legislation is demanded to fully 
protect the rights of all who are engaged in the chief industry of our 
State. 
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I woald also suggest that the new General Assembly should cause 
to be codified, consolidated and arranged all laws now in force, or 
which may be enacted by such General Assembly, relating to factory 
inspection, or which it is the duty of the Inspector of Factories to 
enforce, together with the laws which are particularly applicable to 
both the owners and operatives in our manufacturing and mercantile 
establishments. Such an arrangement of our laws would best meet 
the intelligent requirements of all whom they may concern. 

CONCLUSION. 

In presenting to your Excellency this, my second Annual Report, 
I desire through you to thank the manufacturers of the State for the 
very general disposition they have shown to conform to our factory- 
inspection laws and carry out such orders and suggestions as I have 
had occasion to make in the discharge of my duty. 

Whenever any question has arisen as to the necessity or practicabil- 
ity of any change ordered, it has been my intention, while taking espec- 
ial care to guard to the fullest extent the life and health of the employed, 
not to impose on the employer any unnecessary cost, or to cause 
needless embarassment to his business. In this way it has been in 
most cases possible to come to an understanding satisfactory to all 
concerned. I am glad to say that the supervision which the State 
exercises in her system of factory inspection is gradually gaining 
favor with employers, who are becoming aware that the better care 
and attention given their establishments the less liability there is to 
accident and consequent claim for damages, and that an Inspector 
who is constantly visiting factories can often assist them in pointing 
out dangerous places in their establishments which they have over- 
looked. There is no question that the owners and managers of our 
great manufacturing establishments are becoming more fully aware 
that the more directly and actively they interest themselves in the 
welfare of those employed by them, the more cheerful and better will 
be the service rendered, and in several manufacturing establishments 
large sums have been expended in securing the safety and comfort of 
the working people. Such places are object lessons to others less 
liberal or advanced in their ideas, showing in the improved condition 
generally of those employed in such establishments and the increased 
interest they manifest in their work, that they fully appreciate the 
care shown by their employers for their comfort and welfare.

[General Statutes.] 
CHAPTER CXLV. 

Section 2263. The governor shall, with the consent of the sen- 
ate, within sixty days after the organization of the general assembly 
in January, 1889, and every two years thereafter, appoint an inspector 
of factories, who shall hold his office from the first day of the suc- 
ceeding July for a term of two years, and until his successor is ap- 
pointed and qualified. In case of vacancy in the office of inspector 
through death, resignation, inability, or removal, the governor shall 
fill the same until filled in the manner above provided for the appoint- 
ment of inspector ; and the governor may remove the inspector for 
cause. 

Sec. 2264. The inspector of factories shall, as often as practi- 
cable, carefully examine all buildings and places where machinery 
shall be used, and shall have authority to enter such buildings and 
places at all proper times for the purposes of such inspection. He 
shall, on or before the first day of December in each year, make a 
report to the governor of the condition, as respects safety to life and 
health, of the factories, buildings, and places visited by him, and such 
report shall be printed for the use of the general assembly at each of 
its regular sessions. 

Sec. 2265. All factories and buildings where machinery shall be 
used shall be well ventilated, and kept as clean as the nature of the 
business will permit. The belting, shafting, gearing, machinery, and 
drums of all factories and buildings where machinery shall be used, 
when so placed as, in the opinion of the inspector, to be dangerous 
to persons employed therein while engaged in their ordinary duties, 
shall as far as practicable, be securely guarded. No machinery other 
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than steam engines in a factory shall be cleaned while ranning, after 
notice forbidding the" same is given by the inspector to the owners or 
operators of the factory. 

Sec 2266. The inspector may order the opening of all hoist- 
ways, hatchways, elevator wells, and wheel-holes upon every floor of 
any factory or other building where machinery shall be used to be pro- 
tected by good trap -doors, self-closing hatch^^, and safety-catches, or 
other safeguards such as will insure the safety of the employees in 
such factory or other building where machinery shall be used, and all 
due diligence shall be used to keep such trap-doors closed at all limes, 
except when in actual use by an occupant of the building having the 
use and control of the same.

The State of Connecticut, though small in area, contains 
1,801 factories and workshops in which over five persons are 
employed, knd in which power is used. It has been impossible 
to inspect them all in any one year. 
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FIRE-ESCAPES. 

Manufacturing buildings that have been erected in recent 
years are usually found to be provided with two or more inside 
stairways and outside fire^scapes, but in many of the older 
buildings only one inside stairway is found. In a number of 
these buildings, which are filled with inflammable material, 
from twenty to a hundred female operatives are employed above 
the second floor. In case of fire, or any other disturbance 
creating a panic, there would probably be a severe loss of life. 
The factory laws of other states give the factory inspectors 
power to order such means of egress as may be necessary to 
protect the lives of the employes in the factories they inspect. 

The law in regard to fire-escapes, found in the General 
Statutes, in Chapters CCLIV and CCCXLVI, of the Public 
Acts of 1895, reads as follows : 

Chapter CCLIV. 

AN ACT CONCERNING PmE-ESCAPES. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened : 

Section 1. Every story above the first story of any building 
used or occupied as a schoolhouse, orphan asylum, insane asylum, 
reformatory of any kind, opera house, hall rented or used for pubhc 
assemblies of any kind, boarding-house accommodating more than 
twelve persons, or tenement house occupied by more than five 
families, shall be provided with more than one way of egress, by 
stairways on the inside or fire-escapes on the outside of such build- 
ing. And said stairways and fire-escapes shall, at all times, be kept 
free from obstruction, and shall be accessible from each room in 
every story above the first story. 

Sec. 2. If any of the above-named buildings, or any workshop, 
manufactory, hotel, boarding housoi tenement house, or other building 
in whole or in part, for any of the purposes above specified, or in 
which more than twenty persons shall be employed above the first 
story, shall be more than two stories in height, it shall be provided 
with at least one fire-escape, of iron or other incombustible material, 
on the outside of said building ; and if such building shall be more 
than one hundred and fifty feet in length, then it shall be provided 
with one such fire-escape for every one hundred and fifty feet, or 
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fractional part thereof exceeding fifty feet in length of such building; 
and such fire-escapes shall be conveniently accessible from each story 
of said building. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the owner of every such build- 
ing to provide such fire-escapes and means of egress, or cause the 
same to be provided, and if he shall neglect so to do, for a period of 
three months after the passage of this act, or for a period of three 
months after notice so to do from the building inspector or other 
proper authority, he shall, on conviction thereof, be fined not more 
than five hundred dollars, or imprisoned not more than six months, 
or both. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the building inspector of each 
city, the warden of each borough, and the first selectman of each town 
not having a building inspector, either by himself, or by some proper 
person appointed by him, to inspect all of the above-named buildings 
at least once each year between April first and October first, and to 
see that the provisions of this act are complied with ; and for such 
purpose he will have the right to enter any of said buildings in the 
daytime, between the hours of nine and five o'clock. And said city^ 
borough, or town shall fix and pay the compensation for all services 
under the provisions of this act.

Chapter CCCXLVI. 

AN ACT AMENDING AN ACT CONCERNING FIRE-ESCAPES. 

By it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives in General

Section two of Chapter CCLIV of the acts of this assembly, 
approved June 29, 1895, is hereby amended by inserting after the 
word *< building '* where it occurs the second time in said section^ 
the words, "unless i: shall be made to appear to the building inspector 
or other proper authority, as provided in section four of this act, that 
said building is already supplied with a sufficient number of safe and 
proper means of egress." 

Approved, July 9, 1895. 
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This law places the enforcement of the fire-escape act in 
the hands of the local authorities. No less than fourteen 
factories have been found since July first, 189»5, with insufficient 
means of egress from the upper floors. In every instance the 
proper authorities have been notified of the fact. 

ELEVATORS. 

Many accidents occur yearly in the use of elevators in our 
factories and mercantile buildings. A strict watch should be 
kept of the cables, and the safety devices should be tested as 
often as practicable. In many factories such orders are given 
by the owners to their master-mechanics. 

Notices found on elevators, forbidding all persons from 
riding on the same, seem a matter of form. In many instances 
where the Inspector is told that no one ever rides on the elevator, 
the operatives can be seen riding on the same before he leaves 
the building. 

The employment of sober and reliable men to operate 
elevators has no doubt been the means of saving many lives. 

VENTILATION. 

The subject of good ventilation in all buildings where 
manufacturing is carried on has been given close attention by 
the factory inspectors of this state. Powerful exhaust systems 
for removing impure air have been provided by many factory 
owners, where such were deemed necessary, for the protection 
of the health of employes. At some places these changes were 
made voluntarily, but in most cases were ordered. This 
improvement is a mutual benefit to both the employer and 
the employes, as the best results can be accomplished in fac- 
tories by healthy and contented operatives. 

In some of the older buildings the ventilation is not what 
would be desired, as the rooms are low and crowded in the busy 
seasons of the year. 

SANITARY CONDITIONS. 

The law in regard to the sanitary conditions of water closets 
especially is often violated. Several extremely bad cases have 
been found which would be condemned by any Board of Health. 
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When the employer's attention was called to the condition 
•of such closets, the excuse was given that the help were to 
blame for the present state of the same. There is no doubt 
of the truth of this statement to a certain extent, but it does 
not appear just that all should be made to suffer for the filthy 
habits of a few. 

ACCIDENTS. 

Of the many accidents occurring yearly in factories through- 
out the state, only one fatal one has come to the knowledge of 
this department during the ten months ending September 80, 
1895, and this through the press. 

On investigation it was found to have been caused by the 
breaking of an elevator rope : the elevator car not being 
provided with any safety device, the car fell to the bottom of 
the shaft, catching the man riding on the same between the floor 
and automatic lift. 

Had this man complied with an order given months previous 
to provide a safety device for the elevator, instead of writing 
it had been done, he would in all probability never have been 
killed in such a manner. 

IN CONCLUSION. 

Serious accidents in factories should be reported as they 
occur, to the Inspector of Factories, who could then investigate 
the cause, and be thereby better enabled to guard against a 
similar occurrence in other factories. 

In the annual report of the work of this department the 
number and causes of all accidents occurring could be given. 
The factory laws of other states require the manufacturers in 
whose factories or workshops accidents occur to report the 
same to the factory inspectors. This is of valuable assistance 
to them in their work. 

The railroad corporations of this state are required by law 
to report within twenty-four hours all accidents occurring on 
their lines to the railroad commissioners. 

At present the inspector has no means of information of 
accidents occurring in factories, except such as are reported in 
the press. 
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12 REPORT OP PACTORY INSPECTOR. 

I would, therefore, recommend the enactment of such laws^ 
by our legislature as will require the manufacturers of this 
state to report all serious accidents occurring in their factories 
or workshops to the Factory Inspector. 

I would also thank the manufacturers of the state for 
their courtesies and willingness in most instances to make 
necessary changes.

CHAPTER LXXVII. 

An Act concerning Seats for Female Operatives. 

Be it CTiacted by the Senate and Hous^ of Representatives 
in General Assembly convened : 

Section 1. Every person, partnership, or corporation 
employing females, in any mercantile, mechanical, or manu- 
facturing establishment in this state, shall furnish and pro- 
vide suitable seats for the use of all females so employed, 
and shall permit the use of such seats by said females when 
they are not necessarily engaged in the active duties for 
which they are employed. 

Sec. 2. Any person, partnership, or corporation violat- 
ing any of the provisions of this act shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than five dollars nor more than fifty dollars 
for each and every oflfense. 

Approved, April 19, 1893.

CHAPTER CXVIII. 

An Act concerning Elevators. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 

in General Assembly convened : 

Section 2266 of the general Htatutes is hereby amended 
to read as follows: The inspector of factories may order the 
opening of all hoistways, hatchways, elevator wells, and 
well holes, upon every floor of every factory, mercantile es- 
tablishment or other building where machinery shall be 
used, to be protected by good trap-doors, self-closing hatches, 
and safetA' catches or other safeguards, such as will ensure 
the safety of the employes in such factory, mercantile es- 
tablishment, or other building where machinery shall be 
used, and all due diligence shall be used to keep such trap- 
doors closed at all times, except when in actual use by an 
occupant of the building having the use and control of the 
same. All elevator cabs or cars, whether used for freight 
or passengers, shall be provided with some suitable mechan- 
ical device, if considered necessary by the said inspector, 
whereby the cab or car will be securely Jield in the event of 
accident to the shipper-rope or hoisting machinery, or from 
any similar cause, and said mechanical device shall at all 
times be kept in good working order. 

Approved, May 18, 1893.

CHAPTER CCIV. 

An Act for the Preservation of tlie Ilc^alth of Factory Em- 
ployees. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Assembly convened : 

Sec. 1. Whenever tl^e inspector of fac^tories, on the com- 
plaint of any person, after due investigation, shall find it 
necessary for the preservation of the heaUh of the employes 
in any manufacturing establishment, factory, or mill in 
which is carried on the business of buffing, polishing, or 
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grindipg metal, or any operations in which an excessive 
amount of dust is generated, that the excessive dust result- 
ing from said operations should be removed from the atmos- 
phere of the rooms or apartments used for that purpose, he 
shall, in writing, direct the person or persons or corporation 
owning or octiupying said premises, or carrying on business 
in such premises, within three months from the date of said 
order, to introduce and operate such appliances or devices 
as may be necessary to remove, so far as the nature of the 
business will permit, such excessive dust or foreign matter 
from the atmosphere of such mill, factory, or apartment 
used for the purposes aforesaid; provided, such appliances 
or devices do not restrict or interfere with the aforesaid 
business or operations. 

Sec. 2. Any violation of any proper order made or 
given by the inspector of factories, under the provision of 
the preceding section, shall be punished in the manner pro- 
vided in section 2269 of the general statutes. 

Approved, June 14, 1898.

CHAPTER OCVI. 

An Act relating to Duties of the Inspector of Factories. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Assembly convened : 

Section 2272 of the general statutes is hereby amended 
to read as follows: The inspector may from time to time 
employ special agents to assist him in the performance of 
the duties of his office. Such special agents while so em- 
ployed shall have the same power and authority as the in- 
spector, subject to his approval. The total amount ex- 
pended under this section shall not exceed in any one year 
the sum of three thousand dollars, which shall be paid in 
the same manner as the expenses of other departments of 
the state government, upon proper vouchers by the special 
^igents, signed by the inspector. 

Approved, June 14, 1893.

CHAPTER CCVI. 

An Act concerning Inspection of Fadtories. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Assembly convened : 

Section 1. Section 2269 of the general statutes is hereby 
amended to read as follows: Any person, firm, or corpora- 
tion, being the owner, lessee, or occupant of any factory or 
building included within the provisions of this chapter, or 
owning or controlling the use of any room in such building, 
shall, for any violation of sections 2265, 2266, or 2267 of the 
general statutes, or for obstructing or hindering the inspec- 
tor of factories in carrying out the duties of his oflBce, for- 
feit to the use of the state not more than fifty dollars. It 
shall be the duty of the state's attorneys in the several 
counties to collect forfeitures under this chapter, but no 
suit shall be brought for any such violation until four weeks 
after notice has been given by the inspec^tor to such person. 
Arm, or corporation of any changes necessary to be made 
to comply with the provisions of said sections, and not then 
if, in the meantime, such changes have been made in accord- 
ance with such notification. Nothing herein sh?i!l be con- 
strued as limiting in any way the right of a person injured 
to bring an action to recover damages for the same, as 
though this chapter had not been enacted. 

Sec. 2. Any person, firm, or corporation aggrieved by 
any order of an inspector of factories may appeal to the su- 
perior court in the county where the person, firm, or corpor- 
ation owns, leases, or occupies the factory or building in re- 
lation to which said order relates, within four weeks after 
notice of such order shall be given. Said appeal shall oper- 
ate as a supersedeas, shall be made in writing, and shall 
contain a brief statement of the facts and reasons of appeal 
and a citation to the inspector of factories to appear before 
said court, and said court or any judge thereof may direct 
the time of appearance and the manner of service. Said 
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court may review the doinsjs of the factory inspector, may 
examine the questions in issue, and may confirm, change, 
or set aside the doings of the factory inspector, and may 
make such orders in the premises, including orders as to 
costs, as it may find to be proper and equitable. 

Sec. 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 

Approved, July 9, 1895. 



(House Bill No. 669.) 
CHAPTER CCXCIV. 

An Act concerning Department Reports. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Assembly convened : 

Section 1. All reports heretofore or hereafter required 
to be made by state departments, institutions, commissions, 
boards, or any re(*ipients of state money shall, from and 
after the passage of this act, be made to the governor and by 
him transmitted to the general assembly. 

Sec. 2. All reports above referred to shall be made to 
and including the thirtieth of September, 1895, and annually ' 
thereafter, and shall be published on or before the thirty- 
first day of December following; provided, however, that 
the reports of the insurance commissioner and the state 
board of education may be made at times and for the periods 
now required by law, and the reports of the state board of 
agriculture and of the agricultural experiment stations may 
be made as heretofore. 

Sec. 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect from its passage.

Separate wasb-rooms are provided iu some cases for each 
sex, lockers for their clothes, clean and cheerful dining-rooms 
for those who bring their dinners ; libraries and newspapers are, 
in some instances, furnished. 

In several places meals are provided at cost to those who 
wish to purchase them, together with proper dining-room accom- 
modations, smoking-room and libraries where the noon hour can 
be spent with comfort. 

Such an outlay of capital for their comfort cannot be con- 
sidered a business investment, but the spirit prompting it should 
be commended as broad and liberal, and appreciated by those 
enjoying such privileges. 

The opposite illustration shows a section of a dining-room 
in one of our large metal-working factories where from six to 
eight hundred employes take their meals on each working 
day. 

VENTILATION. 

A special study of the best method for ventilating and heat- 
ing of all public and factory buildings has within the last few 
years been given careful thought by many bright men, experi- 
ments have been made with gratifying results, reputable con- 
cerns making a specialty of heating or ventilation will guarantee 
to supply by mechanical means or otherwise the requisite number 
of cubic feet of pure air, and expel the impure from which the 
oxygen is exhausted. 

All the Factory Inspectors in the State of Connecticut since 
the creation of the oflSce in the year 1887 have worked earnestly 
to secure better ventilation in the many factories and workshops. 

In 1898 the General Assembly passed a law relating to the 
ventilation of factories in which buffing, polishing, or grinding 
of metals, or any operation in which an excessive amount of dust 
is generated, requiring that such excessive dust should be re- 
moved from the atmosphere of the room or apartments used for 
such purposes by means of such appliances or devices as may be 
necessary to effectually remove the same. 

Previous to this time some of our metal-working factories 
were provided with good exhaust systems in their polishing or 
buffing rooms, but they had not come into such general use as at 
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the present time. The growth of the bicycle industry in this 
state has greatly increased the number of polishing and buffing 
rooms. In some instances blowers powerful enough to remove 
the dust from a few polishing or buffing lathes were provided, 
but as business increased connections were made with other 
lathes until the suction was rendered unfit to remove the dust 
from the rooms, and a larger or additional blower was needed. 

An exhaust system which will not carry off small pieces of 
paper when thrown into the hoods will certainly not remove the 
heavy brass, steel, or other dusts, and is of no practical use. In 
the dip rooms of metal-working factories a marked improvement 
has been made in the ventilation by means of hoods, being 
placed over jars containing compound acids or other poisonous 
chemical solutions and connected through wooden pipes with 
exhaust fans or high chimneys with suction enough to remove 
the heavy gases arising from the jars. 

Such gases are considered very injuries to health by 
competent judges. The powerful action of these compounds are 
plainly discernible on the hoods, whether they be of metal or 
wood. If these chemicals act so powerfully on metal or wood, 
their effect on the lungs of employes cannot help being inju- 
rious, if proper ventilation is not provided. 

In the grinding of minerals, such as silex, silicate, and feld- 
spar, a very injurious dust is made. 

Until within a year or two the men employed in such estab- 
lishments have had to inhale the dust which in many instances 
has proved injurious to health. 

In three factories out of seven exhaust systems have been 
provided which carry off a great deal of the dust. 

They are conceded by the owners themselves to be a great 
benefit to the health of their employes. 

The opposite cut, kindly loaned by the New York Exhaust 
and Blow Pipe Co., shows the usual style of an exhaust system 
seen in the polishing and buffing rooms of our metal-working 
factories. 

ELEVATORS. 

Elevators that have been constructed in recent years are 
supplied with a mechanical device to prevent accident, in the 
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event of cable breaking, slacking, or the failure of the shipping 
cable to work. 

Such devices are placed on the car, and either work on the 
principle that if the hoisting cable slacks or breaks, the catches 
will work ; or, in the event of the car obtaining an increased 
velocity, a shoe or clutch will firmly hold the car from dropping 
down the shaft. 

Some elevators, that were built from twenty to thirty years 
ago, are found on which there are no safety appliances to hold 
tlie car in case of the cable breaking or slacking, and orders 
have been given to provide such elevators with some safety 
attachment. Three accidents, caused by the falling of elevator 
cars, have come to the knowledge of the inspector within the last 
year. Two of these were caused by the elevator car beiug 
blocked underneath and the cable slacking on the drum. The 
persons who tried to load the cars found themselves at the bot- 
tom of the elevator shaft, well shaken up. Had there been a 
safety appliance on either of the cars, in working order, the 
accidents would not have happened. Another accident was 
caused by the hoisting cable breaking and the elevator car fall- 
ing to the bottom of the shaft. A man waiting to put on a load 
was struck by the loose cable. 

Great care is taken of the elevators in some factories. Care- 
ful men operate them. The cables are examined each week, 
and the safety catches kept free from rust, and tested frequently. 
In other places visited good appliances were found, but as no 
special care was taken of them, the eye bolts or cleavises had 
become corroded with rust, and would not drop to release 
springs throwing out clutches on sides, or had become pinched 
so that the cleavis would not drop and release springs. 

The steam from dye houses and the chlorine gas in paper 
mills corrode iron very quickly, and safety appliances on the 
elevators are not apt to work in such places when tested. 

GUARDING OP ELEVATOR OPENINGS. 
The question has often been asked as to the best guards for 
elevator openings. 

Where automatic hatches or sliding floors are used they are 
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spoken of as a good safeguard, as the openings on each floor 
are guarded when the elevator is away. 

In some instances these hatches are used as a passageway, 
and in such case are considered dangerous. 

One accident was reported during the last year where a boy, 
crossing over an automatic hatcli, as the elevator car was com- 
ing up, was caught between the hatch and side post, and, but for 
the presence of mind of the man operating the car, would have 
been instantly killed. 

Bars, chains, or ropes are used in some factories, biit they 
are very apt to be found not in their proper position when they 
are most needed, as they do not work automatically. In other 
places gates are used ; but where these are closed by hand, they 
easily become deranged, and, as a consequence, are left open 
some of the time. 

Many manufacturers are looking for an automatic elevator 
gate, constructed so that it will not be continually out of work- 
ing order. 

The opposite cut, showing a gate which can be constructed 
by any mechanic, is hereby submitted : 

This illustration represents details of fixtures of automatic 
gate with weights made of two-inch iron pipe, about 18 inches 
long, with a cap screwed on at each end, the pipe loaded on the 
inside with lead washers, with a take-up weight of iron 3i inches 
in diameter, made as represented, with a rubber packing between 
the take-up weight and the weight. 

PROPER GUARDING OF MACHINERY. 

Although a great deal has been done to prevent accidents in 
factories, there is still room for considerable improvement. 
Exposed gearing has proved a source of great danger. Manu- 
facturers when buying new machinery should insist upon the 
gears being guarded at exposed parts, for it is decidedly cheaper 
and easier to have this done at the foundries and machine 
shops, where they are built, than at tlie factories where they are 
used. 

In countries and states where factory laws are strict, build- 
ers of machinery could not easily dispose of their macliines 
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were not proper precautions taken to guard against accidents. 
In quite a number of our factories, we have more or less old 
machinery, but competition in different lines of manufacturing 
necessarily calls for new and improved machinery. In re- 
placing old with new machinery, proper care should be taken to 
see that necessary safeguards are provided. 

PROJECTING BOLTS AND SET SCREWS IN COUPLINGS AND 

COLLARS. 

Many accidents have occurred in factories by the operatives 
being caught on projecting bolt heads and set screws, and they 
cannot be looked after too carefully. 

Some manufacturers leave this to their master mechanics, 
and in some cases they fail to cover, or sink them flush, until 
some of the employes are injured, either in oiling or throwing 
on belts. 

Projecting ends of shafting, where exposed, and liable to 
come in contact with the clothing of the operatives, are another 
source of danger, and in more than one instance have caused 
fatal accidents. 

Pulleys running too close to each other, without any precau- 
tion to prevent belts from slipping between them, are the cause 
of many accidents, which, if not of so serious a nature to the 
operative, are decidedly so to the machinery. 

Wood-working machinery, such as circular saws, jointers, 
and wood shapers, have been the cause of more crippled hands 
than almost any other machinery. Where accidents have oc- 
curred, some ingenious guards have been devised. 

In the factory of the Bridgeport Sewing Machine Cabinet 
Co., a very serviceable guard was found in use, which was de- 
signed by one of their men, a few years ago, after an accident on 
a jointer or buzz planer. 

There are about twenty such machines in use in this factory, 
and they have provided guards for each machine. 

Since their adoption, no accidents have occurred. 

Through the courtesy of this company, a photograph of this 
guard was taken, which is shown in the opposite cut. 

Figure 1 represents revolving knives. 
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Figure 2 represents groove cut across the top of planer, 
dove-tailed on the underside, so as to form a place for a sliding 
tongue. 

Figure 3 represents a piece of brass or copper, usually about 
7 by 8 inches, riveted to steel tongue, and working in dovetail 
slot ; this sheet is bent up so as to clear the revolving knives. 

Wood shapers or variety moulders are called by many good 
workmen the most dangerous machine to be found in any wood- 
working shop, owing to their high speed, and the liability of the 
knives throwing out of machine or striking knot or other imper- 
fection in the lumber, and injuring the fingers of the men 
holding it. 

Any guard that will securely hold the work down to the 
table in proper position, and prevent one's hands from being 
drawn on revolving knives, and injured, should be recommended. 
The wood-working shops of Hartford use a guard which was de- 
signed by Mr. Gillepsie, who is employed by Messrs. Strickland & 
Shea of this city. 

The following illustration shows application of guard to 
machine.

Are also the cause of many accidents. The foot and hand 
do not always work together, and if the operative's mind hap- 
pens to be off from his work but a moment, the next instant he 
may be minus one or more fingers. 

No feasible guard has been found which can be applied to 
these machines. 

Friction clutches that will shut off the power in any part or sec- 
tion of the factory are coming into general use in the new factories 
which are being built, and are a source of protection to the op- 
eratives, as well as at many times a saving of power to the man- 
ufacturer ; in throwing on heavy belts, the speed can be started 
slowly and belt run on, thereby lessening the danger of being 
caught by belt and thrown around shafting. In case of the 
breaking down of shafting or any part of machinery, the power 
can be cut off immediately in any section without necessitating 
the shutting down of the whole factory. In other factories where 
it is convenient, they use *' idlers" to good advantage. 

Some factories have electric appliances connected with the 
engine-room, where by touching an electric button in different 
sections of the factory, the machinery is stopped at once. 

MANUFACTURE AND PROPER CARE OF EXPLOSIVES. 

Great care is used in the manufacture of gunpowder, fuse, 
and cartridges in Connecticut. 

To manufacture powder it is necessary to go through a num- 
ber of different operations, and, in order to save life and prop- 
erty, numerous buildings are used, usually of one story, lightly 
constructed, and placed quite a distance apart. 

All buildings are isolated from any thickly-settled town o 
village. In the most dangerous departments all possible care is 
taken to prevent explosions, and the operatives are not required 
to be there all the time. 

Although explosions occur occasionally, the loss of life or 
limb is comparatively small. In the manufacture of fuse, the 
same precautions are taken ; although it does not require as 
many operations as powder, each process is carried on in separate 
buildings or apartments. 
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In the manufacture of cartridges, the most danger lies in the 
preparing of the fulminate, used for primers. 

It is always prepared in an isolated building, and, in case of 
and explosion, hardly any one is ever injured but the man mak- 
ing it, and he generally .fatally. One such explosion occurred 
during the last year. The dangers connected with such an 
occupation do not frighten applicants for such positions, as the 
wages compared with the number of hours of labor are too 
lucrative for many to withstand. 

The manufacture of the foregoing explosives is always carried 
on in small and usually one-story buildings, and, in event of an 
explosion, do not jeopardize the lives of any but those immedi- 
ately connected with its manufacture. 

There are other explosives which are just as dangerous, but 
are not generally looked upon as such. 

Acetylene gas was the cause of the death of three persons 
in this state within the last year. 

About two years ago a man in North Carolina discovered, 
while experimenting with electricity, that coal dust and lime, 
fired together in an electric furnace, would produce a substance 
called Calcic Carbide, and this, when mixed with water, would 
slack like lime, and liberate a gas known as Acetylene Gas. 
Companies were formed to compress the gas in portable cylin- 
ders, to place in houses for illuminating purposes. 

These cylinders were filled at an enormous pressure. 
Experiments were made in a machine-shop in this state on 
one of the middle floors of a five-story building, where other 
manufactiiring was carried on. 

It was said that while experimenting, the machinists were at 
work on an invention to reduce the high pressure of the gas in 
cylinders by means of valves or otherwise, to that of the pressure 
of ordinary gas now burned in stores and houses. While so ex- 
perimenting, an explosion of one cylinder took place, killing one 
man and setting fire to the building. Soon after a second explo- 
sion followed. Two men employed by another party were in the 
front of the building to secure papers and books, and were suffo- 
cated as a result of the second explosion. 
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The opposite illustration shows the power and effect of the 
explosion upon steel cylinders. 

UNSAFE BUILDINGS. 

Two factory buildings were found that were considered 
unsafe, as the structures were overloaded with machinery, and 
the foundations showed signs of weakness. In both instances 
the attention of the local building inspector of the places in 
which they were found was called to the condition of buildings, 
and they at once took action in the matter, and the buildings 
were repaired, so as to be in a safe condition. Many buildings 
were originally built for dwelling or mercantile purposes and 
were not intended when they were constructed to be built heavy 
enough for manufacturing purposes, but on account of their 
central location they have been leased for light manufacturing. 

FIRE-ESCAPES. 

The enforcing of the laws in regard to fire-escapes in fac- 
tories belong either to the building inspector of each city, the 
warden of each borough, and the first selectman of each town, 
not having a building inspector, either by himself or some per- 
son appointed by him, to inspect all factories, as well as other 
buildings, between the first day of April and the first day of 
October, at least once, and to see that they are provided with 
sufficient means of egress. About ten months ago the attention 
of the factory inspector was called to the condition as regards 
the means of egress in case of fire of a factory building located 
in Danbury. Before the proper authorities could be notified a 
fire took place, by which, if the newspaper account is correct, 
the few employes then at work barely escaped with their lives ; 
had there been a full force of help loss of life would undoubt- 
edly have occurred. 

Since this fire, whenever a factory building has been found 
over two stories in height and containing more than twenty per- 
sons employed, above the first story, and provided with only 
one means of egress, proper authorities to enforce the fire- 
escape act have been notified ; in some instances fire-escapes 
have been provided, while in others nothing has been done. 
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REPORTING OF ACCIDENTS. 

In last year's report it was recommended the enactment of 
such laws by the General Assembly as will require the manu- 
facturers of this state to report all serious accidents to their 
employes to the factory inspector. 

Other states have such laws, and they are conceded by the 
inspectors of these states to be a great help to them in their 
work. By a careful study of the newspapers the last year, three 
slight accidents have occurred in which orders were given 
within two or three days previous to accident to the arties 
where the accident occurred calling their attention to certain 
dangers, which afterwards proved true. In almost every factory 
after an accident to an operative a guard is provided against its 
occurring again if possible. In other places where no such 
accident has occurred, we find dangerous places of a like char- 
acter which ought to be guarded. 

By keeping a record of accidents all dangers could be prop- 
erly classified, and the most dangerous occupations seen at a 
glance, and guards if possible provided. 

ACCIDENTS AS REPORTED BY THE NEWSPAPERS. 

No. 1. 
A man slightly iujured by the falliog of an elevator car provided 
with no safety device. It was caused by the car being blocked under- 
neath, and the cable becoming slack on the drum. When a load was 
placed on the car the blocking gave way, when it fell to the bottom of 
the shaft. 

No. 2. 
Man killed by the bursting of a defective steam -pipe connecting 
boilers with engine. 

No. 3. 
Boy's leg crushed, necessitating amputation, caused by his foot 
slipping on the elevator, and his leg being caught between car and 
floor. 

No. 4. 

Man shghtly injured on elevator, caused by another person running 

a truck underneath the edge of the car as it was descending. In the 

excitement of the moment no one thought of stopping the elevator; 

the cable became slack on the drum; the truck was then pulled out from 
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under the car, which fell to the bottom of the shaft. No safety attach- 
ment on the elevator. 

No. 5. 
Man killed while throwing on belt. 

No. 6. 
Man's arm caught in gearing while oiling, crushing the same so 
badly that he died from the shock. 

No. 7.

Man killed by being thrown into the fly wheel of an engine which 
was guarded by railing. He was engaged in putting a railing around 
a ten- foot wooden pulley. It is supposed that a piece of gas pipe which 
he held in his hand was struck by the revolving wooden pulley, throw- 
ing him over railing into the arms of the fly wheel.

Man's leg broken by being caught by projecting set-screw iri collars 
on shafting. 

No. 12. 
Man scalded by falling into a vat of dyeing solution, so that he 
died withm a few hours. 

No. 13. 
Boy injured slightly by apron winding around low shafting. His 
life was undoubtedly saved by one of his shopmates who threw off the 
driving belt. 

No. 14. 
Man killed while throwing on belt. 

tj No. 15. 

Man lost one arm by being caught in proiecting set-screw in collar 
on shaftmg. 
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No. 16. 
Man killed by stepping into elevator shaft, caused by bis tying up 
the elevator gate, on account of broken counter-weight rope. 

No. 17. 
Man killed by beam falling on him while at his work. 

No. 18. 
Girl killed by being caught by low shafting. 

No. 19. 
Man slightly injured by being caught on projecting set-screw in 
coupling, on shafting, and only for the driving belt slipping off from 
pulley would have been killed. 

No. 20. 
Boy's hand crushed by being caught between floor and eleva- 
tor car. 

No. 21. 
One man killed by being crushed to death by heavy weights fall- 
ing on him. He was employed in a foundry, where the chills had 
been set carelessly. 

No. 22. 
Boy instantly killed while uncoiling small belt which was wound 
around shafting. 

No. 23. 
Man's skull crushed by faUing shafting while at his work. 

No. 24. 
Man killed by flying lumber thrown from circular saw. 

No. 25. 
Man slightly injured by broken elevator cable falling on him. 

No. 26. 
Man instantly killed by being caught while throwing on belt. 

No. 27. 
Boy's arm broken by his apron winding round shafting. 

No. 28. 
Man' lost part of his fingers on one hand on the cutters on variety 
moulders. 
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No. 29. 
Man lost part of his fingers on left hand by buzz planer. 

No. 30. 
Man's head injured by the bursting of an emery wheel. 

No. 31. 
Man killed by explosion of fulminate, while preparing it for pri- 
mers to be used in cartridges. 

The above accounts are in all probability only a small part of the 
accidents that occurred during the year. 

I hereby wish to thank the manufacturers of the state for 
their uniform courtesy and willingness in most instances to 
make changes desired. The past year has been one of great 
financial depression, and many factories have been found closed, 
and in some instances less than five men employed, so that no 
inspection has been made.

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SYNOPSIS OF INSPECTION LAWS OF DIFFERENT 

STATES. 



MASSACHUSETTS. 

All factories must be kept clean and well ventilated ; and in Sanitary inspec- 
factories employing five or more persons, and in workshops em- 
ploying five or more children, young persons or women, inspectors 
may make such changes, and compel the application and use of 
any mechanical means, without incurring unreasonable cost, which 
in their judgment is necessary to secure proper ventilation Public 
buildings and schoolrooms come under the factory laws providing 
for sanitation and ventilation. Sweat-shops are regulated by 
license laws requiring cleanliness in and about the tenement house 
so used, and a tag upon all clothing made under the system, guar- 
anteeing that it is free from vermin and all infectious or contagious 
matter. 

Belting, shafting, geariug, and drums in factories must be se- Safe-gaards. 
curely guarded. Wherever manufacturing machinery is propelled 
by steam, suitable communication must be provided between each 
room where such machinery is placed and the engine-room, in 
order to control the motive power in case of accident. Machinery 
other than steam engines must not be cleaned while running if 
objected to by an inspector. The openings for hoist ways, hatch- 
ways, well-holes, and elevators in all buildings must be protected in 
such manner as inspectors may direct, and any elevator deemed 
dangerous or unsafe by an inspector shall be placarded as such, 
and its use prohibited until made safe. 

Inspectors may order fire-escapes, safe stairways inside or out- Protection from 
side of buildings, and the altering of doors and windows suitable d aater.

Accidente. Manufacturing and mercantile establishments must report 

" forthwith " all accidents resulting in the death of an employe, or 
which prevents his return to work within four days after the 
occurrence. 

RHODE ISLAND. 

^nitary Inspec- Separate closets for sexes are required, and wash and dressing- 
rooms for females ; to be located to meet the demands of health 
and propriety. 

safo-gaards. Belting, shafting, gearing, drums, and other dangerous ma- 

chinery, and all vats, pans, and other structures filled with molt^sn 
metal or hot liquid must be properly and securely guarded, and all 
hoisting shafts and well-holes be properly secured, and elevators 
be provided with traps, automatic doors, or railings.

All workrooms are required to be kept in clean con- 
dition, and exhaust fans and other means of ventilation may be 
required in workrooms in order to carry away dust or other im- 
purities. In all establishments separate closets must be provided 
for the sexes — with suitable wash and dress-rooms for females — 
and seats must be provided for the use of women when not actively 
engaged at their duties. Rooms, ceilings, and walls must be white- 
washed or painted by direction of the inspectors. Sweat-shops are 
controlled by license laws requiring cleanliness and thorough dis- 
infection of premises, and restricting the work done in each tene- 
ment workshop to the members of the family dwelling therein.

They can prohibit the over-crowding of facto- 
ries and workshops, and to produce proper ventilation in factories 
where dust is created they can have suitable mechanical means 
applied, and in all establishments where women are employed, 
suitable and separate closets for the sexes must be provided, with 
wash and dress-rooms for females. Factories where dusty work 
is performed, and wherein women and children are employed, 
shall be whitewashed or painted once in twelve months. Bakeries 
must be thoroughly ventilated and be provided with proper plumb- 
ing connections, and must have no connection within or without 
the room with any water-closet, earth -closet, ash-pit, or other nui- 
sance. Employes must have sleeping quarters separate from bake- 
rooms. 

Safeguards. Belting, shafting, gearing, drums, and other machinery of a 

dangerous character, and all vats, pans, and other structures con- 
taining molten metal or hot liquid must be suitably protected. All 
floor openings for hatchways, hoist ways, well-holes, and elevators 
must be provided with automatic or trap-doors, and otherwise be 
guarded with a railing three feet high. Stairs in use by females 
must be screened, and no female must be allowed to clean machinery 
in operation or to work between its traversing parts. 
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Explosives or inflammable matter must not be placed or used in flj^^^ ^^^ 
such manner as to obstruct egress or to endanger life in case of 
fire. Upon all buildings for manufacturing purposes two or three 
stories in height, where thirty or more persons are employed above 
the first floor, one or more fire escapes may be ordered by inspect- 
ors, and suitable means for extinguishing fire provided for each 
floor.

NOTE. — While the factory laws of Pennsylvania embrace manufac- 
turing, mercantile, laundrying. and renovating establisUraenta, any such 
place employing less than five persons does not come within the meaning 
of the act. 

OHIO. 

Heating, lighting, ventilation, and other sanitary requirements fj*J^**^^°^P^ 
in factories, workshops, and mercantile establish men is are under 
the inspector's supervision, and to secure such he may cut through 
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walls, floors, roofs, and ceilings, or make changes in sewerages and 
plumbing, and require proper closet arrangements, and may de- 
mand separate closets for the sexes, with toilet and dressing-rooms 
for females on the floors on which they work, and seats for females 
to be used by them when not actively engaged. 

Safeguards. Inspectors must order guards for belting, shafting, gearing, ele- 

vators and other machinery, also for vats, pans, and other structures 
filled with molten metal or hot liquid ; also efficient safety gates 
for elevator openings, guarding of hatchways and hoisting apparatus 
in floors or outside of buildings ; the repair of all elevators and all 
gearing, and of defective walls, roofs, ceilings, stairways, and 
doors, and all otli.er improvements necessary to secure the safety 
of employes. 

Protection from Inspectors have power to examine all buildings as to their 
safety, and to order all necessary alterations to obtain the same ; 
also to provide for stairways and fire-escapes' and other efficient 
means of egress, and handrails on all stairways, and may require 
in all halls and other buildings for public assemblage means of ex- 
tinguishing fire on all floors above the first, and that all doors in 
such buildings shall open outwardly. 

Accidents. Employers must report all accidents upon blanks furnished by 

inspectors ; those resulting in death within seven days after, and 
those in bodily injury, necessitating six days' consecutive loss of 
time, within thirty days after.

Separate closets for 
the sexes must be provided, and wash and dress rooms where 
females are employed, and seats for their use in mercantile estab- 
lishments. Bakeries, including hotel and restaurant kitchens, 
must have no connection within or without the room with any 
water-closet, earth-closet, ash pit, or other nuisance, and employes 
or others are not to be permitted to live or sleep in bakeries. 

The law is specific in authority and includes almost the whole Safegnardi. 
range of machinery employed in industrial operations. It provides 
that saws, planers, wood-shapers, jointers, sand-papering machines, 
ironing mangles, set-screws, drums, belts, shafting, cables, fly 
wheels, dynamos, and other electrical apparatus and appliance, vats, 
pans, and such other structures, and all dangerous places in and 
about factories and other works must be guarded. Loose pulleys 
must be adjusted where practicable, and shift belts provided with 
shifters. All elevators and other floor openings must be fenced or 
otherwise protected, and all elevators supplied with safety 
devices. 

In all factory and other buildings in which people are employed, Protection

Inspectors have power to prevent over-crowding in all estab- 
lishments where labor is employed, and can regulate heating, 
lighting, ventilating, and other sanitary arrangements, and may 
order suitable mechanical means for carrying away dust and other 
impurities generated by manufacturing. And where females are 
employed at unclean work, wash and dress-rooms must be pro- 
vided, and stairs used by females must be properly screened, seats 
must be provided and conveniently located so that females can 
use them when not required to be on their feet, and where both 
sexes are employed separate and distinct water-closets must be 
provided for each sex. 

Belting, shafting, gearing, and drums in all establishments 
must be safely and securely guarded, and all vats, pans, ladles, or 
structures filled with molten metal or hot liquid, or any furnace 
must be surrounded with safe-guards, and all platforms, passage- 
ways, and other arrangements about railroad yards must be made 
comparatively safe. The openings of hatchways, elevators, and 
well-holes must be protected by trap dooi's, self-closing hatches or 
safety catches, or railing three feet high. Where guards are not 
practicable, notice of danger must be posted. 

Establishments two or more stories high, in which twenty or 
more persons are employed above first floor, must be provided 
with fire-escapes, and in addition for every twenty persons em- 
ployed above the second floor, one rope or other portable fire- 
escape; and each floor must be supplied with means for extin- 
guishing fire. All doors must open outwardly, and must not be 
locked or bolted during labor hours. Any building or any part 
thereof supposed to be unsafe, or means of egress insufficient, the 
inspector may order necessary changes. 

All accidents resulting in death, or which prevents an em- 
ploye's return to work within two weeks, must be reported. 

Note. — All factories employing five or more persons, and all work- 
shops where children, young persons, or women are employed come un- 
der the inspector's authority so far as sanitary provisions are required, 
while the factiory or inspection laws as a whole apply to establishments 
in general employing ten or more persons.

parts of machinery, vats, pans, caldrons, reservoirs, wheel-races, 
flumes, water channels, doors, openings in floors or walls, bridges, 
and all dangerous structures must be as far as practicable securely 
guarded. Hoistways. hatchways, elevators, and well-holes must be 
protected by such automatic appliances as the inspector may de- 
sire, and all elevator cabs and cars must be provided to the satis- 
faction of the inspector with suitable safety attachments. No 
machinery other than steam engines must be cleaned while in mo- 
tion, if inspector so orders, and no woman must be allowed to 
clean mill gearing while in motion nor to work between the trav- 
ersing parts of machinery. 

Factories three or more stories high must be provided with Protectfon from 
fire-escapes, unless supplied with sufficient tower stairways pro- 
tected with iron doors. All inside and outside doors must open 
outwardly, and all doors entering stairway towers or leading to 
fire-escapes must be kept unlocked and unbolted during working 
hours. In every factory there must be provided such means for 
extinguishing fire as the inspector may direct. 

Accidents resulting in bodily injury to an employe must be -^cci^*®'*- 
reported by the employer within six days after, and if accident 
shall prove fatal, within twenty-four hours from time of its oc- 
currence. 

Note. — The word *• factory " includes manufacturing establishments 
and workshops where six or more persons are employed. The section 
limiting age and hours of labor does not apply to canning factories in 
summer months.

CONNECTICUT. 

(General Statutes). 
CHAPTER CXLV. 



Section 2264. The inspector of factories shall, as often as 
practicable, carefully examine all buildings and places where 
machinery shall be used, and shall have authority to enter such 
buildings and places at all proper times for the purposes of such 
inspection. 

Sec. 2265. All factories and buildings where machinery shall 
be used shall be well ventilated, and kept as clean as the nature of 
the business will permit. The belting, shafting, gearing, machin- 
ery, and drums of all factories and buildings where machinery 
shall be used, when so placed as, in the opinion of the inspector, to 
be dangerous to the persons employed therein while engaged in 
their ordinary duties, shall, as far as practicable, be securely 
guarded. No machinery other than steam engines in a factory 
shall be cleaned while running, after notice forbidding the same 
is given by the inspector to the owners or operators of the factory. 

Sec. 2266. The inspector may order the opening of all hoist- 
ways, hatchways, elevator-wells, and wheel-holes, upon every floor 
of any factory or other building where machinery shall be used, to 
be protected by good trap-doors, self-closing hatches, and safety- 
catches, or other safeguards, such as will insure the safety of the 
employes in such factory or other buildings where machinery shall 
be used, and all due diligence shall be used to keep such trap-doors 
closed at all times, except when iii actual use by an occupant of the 
building having the use and control of the same. 
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(Amended by Chap. CXVIII, Public Acts, 1893. See page 
88.) 

Sec. 2267. Every person or corporation managing or oper- 
ating any factory, or owning or controlling the use of any other 
building where more than five persons shall be employed at labor, 
shall provide suitable water-closet accommodations for the use of 
the persons employed, and shall keep the same in good sanitary 
condition. 

Sec 2268. It shall be the duty of the inspector to enforce the 
provisions of this chapter by giving proper orders or notices to the 
persons or corporations owning, operating, or managing the facto- 
ries or buildings inspected by him, and also to make complaint 
to the state's attorneys in the several counties respectively of 
all violations of this chapter. 

Sec 2269. Any person, firm, or corporation being 4;he owner, 
lessee, or occupant of any factory or building included within the 
provisions of this chapter, or owning or controlling the use of any 
room in such building, shall, for the violation of any provisions of 
sections 2265, 2266, or 2267, forfeit to the use of the state not less 
than fifty nor more than five hundred dollars, and shall also be 
liable to any employe for all damages suffered by him by reason of 
such violation. It shall be the duty of the state's attorneys in the 
several counties to collect forfeitures under this chapter, but no 
suit shall be brought for any such violation, either in behalf of any 
person or the state, until four weeks after notice has been given by 
the inspector to such person, firm, or corporation of any changes 
necessary to be made to comply with the provisions of said sec- 
tions, and not then, if, in the meantime, such changes have been 
made in accordance with such notification. Nothing herein shall 
be construed as limiting in any way the right of a person injured 
to bring an action to recover damages for the same, as though this 
chapter had not been enacted.

Sec 2270. The orders and notices given by the inspector 
under this chapter shall be written or printed, and signed by him 
officially, and may be served by himself or any proper officer or 
indifferent person, by leaving an attested copy thereof with or at 
the usual place of abode of the person upon whom service is to be 
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made ; and the notice, properly endorsed with the doings of the 
persons or officer serving the same, shall be returned to the office 
of the town clerk of the town in which is located the factory, 
building, or business to which such notice appertains, where it 
shall be kept on file. Such notice, and copies thereof, duly certi- 
fied by the town clerk, shall be prima facie evidence that notice 
was given as therein appears. Notice to one member of a firm 
shall be notice to every member thereof, and notice to the presi- 
dent, secretary, or treasurer of a corporation shall be notice to 
such corporation. The fees for serving such orders and notices, 
unless served by the inspector, shall be the same as for the service 
of process in civil actions, and shall be included in the necessary 
expenses of the inspector and paid by the state. 

Sec. 2271. It shall be the duty of the comptroller to provide 
suitable ro6ms in the capitol at Hartford for the use of the in- 
spector, and to furnish him blank forms for the purpose of giving 
notices and orders required by this chapter, and for annual reports 
to be made to the governor. The inspector shall keep, in books 
provided by the comptroller for that purpose, copies of all notices 
and orders given by him, and a record of all inspections and 
examinations made, and upon the expiration of his term of office 
shall file his books of record with the secretary of the state. 

Sec 2272. The inspector may from time to time employ 
special agents to assist him in his inspections and examinations, 
who shall receive compensation for the time actually employed in 
such service only. The total amount expended under this section 
shall not exceed in any one year the sum of fifteen hundred 
dollars, which shall be paid by the state upon proper vouchers by 
the special agents, which shall be signed by the inspector.

No person, partnership, or corporation shall per- 
mit or employ any person under the age of sixteen years to have 
the care, custody, operation, or management of any elevator.

CHAPTER LXXVII.

Every person, partnership, or corporation employ- 
ing females, in any mercantile, mechanical, or manufacturing estab- 
lishment in this state, shall furnish and provide suitable seats for 
the use of all females so employed, and shall permit the use of 
such seats by said females when they are not necessarily engaged 
in the active duties for which they are employed.

Section 2266 of the general statutes is hereby amended to read 
as follows : The inspector of factories may order the opening of 
all hoist ways, hatchways, elevator- wells, and well-holes, upon 
every floor of every factory, mercantile establishment, or other 
building where machinery shall be used, to be protected by good 
trap-doors, self-closing hatches, and safety-catches or other safe- 
guards, such as will ensure the safety of the employes in such 
factory, mercantile establishment, or other building where machin 
ery shall be used, and all due diligence shall be used to keep such 
trap-doors closed at all times, except when in actual use by an 
occupant of the building having the use and control of the same. 
AJl elevator cabs or cars, whether used for freight or passengers, 
shall be provided with some suitable mechanical device, if con- 
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sidered necessary by the said inspector, whereby the cab or car will 
be securely held in the event of accident to the shipper-rope or hoist- 
ing machinery, or from any similar cause, and said mechanical 
device shall at all times be kept in good working order.

CHAPTER CCIV. 

An Act for the Preservation of the Health of Factory Employes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened: 

Section 1. Whenever the inspector of factories, on the com- 
plaint of any person, after due investigation, shall find it necessary 
for the preservation of the health of the employes in any manufac- 
turing establishment, factory, or mill in which is carried on the 
business of buffing, polishing, or grinding metal, or any operations 
in which an excessive amount of dust is generated, that the 
excessive dust resulting from said operations should be removed 
from the atmosphere of the rooms or apartments used for that 
purpose, he shall, in writing, direct the person or persons or cor- 
poration owning or occupying said premises, or carrying on busi- 
ness in such premises, within three months from the date of said 
order, to introduce and operate such appliances or devices as may 
be necessary to remove, so far as the nature of the business will 
permit, such excessive dust or foreign matter from the atmosphere 
of such mill, factory, or apartment used for the purposes aforesaid ; 
provided, such appliances or devices do not restrict or interfere 
with the aforesaid business or operations. 

Sec. 2. Any violation of any proper order made or given by 
the inspector of factories, under the provision of the preceding 
section, shall be punished in the manner provided in section 2269 
of the general statutes.

CHAPTER CCVI. 
,An Act i-elatiDg to Duties of the Inspector of Factories. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened: 

Section 2272 of the general statutes is hereby amended to read 
as follows : The inspector may from time to time employ special 
agents to assist him in the performance of the duties of his oflBce. 
Such special agents while so employed shall have the same power 
and authority as the inspector, subject to his approval. The total 
amount expended under this section shall not exceed in any one 
year the sum of three thousand dollars, which shall be paid in the 
same manner as the expenses of other departments of the state 
government, upon proper vouchers by the special agents, signed by 
the inspector.

Section 2269 of the general statutes is hereby 
amended to read as follows : Any person, firm, or corporation, 
being the owner, lessee, or occupant of any factory or building 
included within the provisions of this chapter, or owning or con- 
troll mg the use of any room in such building, shall, for any viola- 
tion of sections 2265, 2266, or 2267 of the general statutes, or 
for obstructing or hindering the inspector of factories in carrying 
out the duties of his office, forfeit to the use of the state not more 
than fifty dollars. It shall be the duty of the state's attorneys in 
the several counties to collect forfeitures under this chapter, but no 
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suit shall be brought for any such violation until four weeks after 
notice has been given by the inspector to such person, firm, or cor- 
poration of any changes necessary to be made to comply with the 
provisions of said sections, and not then if, in the meantime, such 
changes have been made in accordance with such notification. 
Nothing herein shall be construed as limiting in any way the right 
of a person injured to bring an action to recover damages for the 
same, as though this chapter had not been enacted. 

Sec. 2. Any person, firm, or corporation aggrieved by any 
order of an inspector of factories may appeal to the superior court 
in the county where the person, firm, or corporation owns, leases, 
or occupies the factory or building in relation to which said order 
relates, within four weeks after notice of such order shall be given. 
Said appeal shall operate as a supersedeas, shall be made in writ- 
ing, and shall contain a brief statement of the facts and reasons of 
appeal and a citation to the inspector of factories to appear before 
said court, and said court or any judge thereof may direct the time 
of appearance and the manner of service. Said court may review

All reports heretofore or hereafter required to be 
made by state departments, institutions, commissions, boards, or 
any recipients of state money shall, from and after the passage of 
this act, be made to the governor and by him transmitted to the 
general assembly. 
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Sec. 2. All reports above referred to shall be made to and 
including the thirtieth of September, 1895, and annually there- 
after, and shall be published on or before the thirty-first day of 
December following ; provided, however, that the reports of the 
insurance commissioner and the state board of education may be 
made at times and for the periods now required by law, and the 
reports of the state board of agriculture and of the agricultural 
experiment stations may be made as heretofore.

To His Excellency Lorrin A. Cooke, Governor, 

In accordance with the law under which this office is organ- 
ized, the Inspector of Factories herewith submits his report of the 
conditions as respects safety to life and health of the employes 
in factories and workshops visited, together with a detailed state- 
ment of the inspections made and orders issued by this office 
during the year ending September 30, 1897. 

In submitting the eleventh annual report of this department, 
it gives me pleasure to say that the orders given for improve- 
ments in ventilation, sanitary conditions, and guarding of dan- 
gerous machinery, have in most instances been promptly 
complied with and the Inspector pleasantly received. During 
the fiscal year ending September 30, 1,426 factories and 254 bake- 
shops have been visited.

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VENTILATION. 

In many places where dust-creating machinery is used, as in 
the polishing and buffing of metals, orders have been given, and 
in most cases they have been complied with. In several instances, 
however, the factories were in the hands of receivers and running 
out stock. Under such conditions it did not seem right to cause 
a large outlay of money for improvements which are not likely to 
be used, and the Inspector has waited until such concerns should 
be put on a solid basis. 

The erection of exhaust systems to remove dust often calls 
for an increase of power, and in places where the power is already 
taxed to its full capacity it sometimes means a new engine first 
and then a large outlay of money. Ventilating fans for changing 
the air and expelling unhealthy gases and steam have been 
placed in many shops, and have created a healthier atmosphere 
for the employes. There are some occupations, such as glass 
cutting and wet grinding in the cutlery shops, which are un- 
healthful, but are conducted with as much care as can be used 
for the health of the employes. The grinding of felspar and silox, 
which creates much dust and which is considered unhealthful, has 
been partly overcome by exhaust blowers properly connected 
with pipes and hoods to the chasers and bolters, thereby remov- 
ing much of the dust. In the dip rooms of all large metal 
working factories exhaust blowers have been placed which do 
effective work in removing the heavy gases arising from the 
compound acid dips. Last year an order was given ior a factory 
owner to introduce an exhaust system into his dip room. A good 
blower was provided and connected with galvanized pipes and 
hoods over dips. When the Inspector called soon after, all 
the piping was in place; the owner was told that in one year the 
acid gases would ruin a metal pipe, and that the pipes and hoods 
should be made of wood to last any length of time. This year 
they were found ruined, as the pipes and hoods were eaten 
through in many places and of no practical use. They have now 
been replaced by wooden pipes and hoods. Metal was used 
because it was thought to be cheaper, but has proved dearer in 
the end as was predicted. This shows the powerful action of the 
above gases, if they will in one year's time destroy metal pipes 
and in a few years wooden ones. 

At one place visited a man was found who had worked eigh- 
teen years in the dip room, which had no means of ventilation

except natural means. When he was asked how he had lived so 
long in such a place, he said that the doors and windows were 
left open in the winter, and that he wore his rubber boots and 
overcoat. He said he had no cause to complain, as he was paid 
good wages by the company. It was noticed that he was very 
hoarse and that he could hardly speak a loud word, and he told 
the Inspector that it was due to the^ gases from the dip. Here 
was a man who was willing to risk his life for the sake of good 
wages and did not wish any changes made. 

ELEVATORS. 

A careful inspection has been given to all elevators during the 
past year. The cables have been examined, and if found cut or 
crystalized, orders have been given to provide new ones. Ex- 
perience has taught many that as soon as a cable begins to 
crystalize and break it is economy to buy a new one and be on 
the safe side. Safety appliances have usually proved successful 
in the event of a cable breaking or slacking. The Inspector is 
often told that a short time ago the cable broke and the safety 
appliances worked so effectually that the car did not drop six 
inches. The speed of factory elevators is usually slow, and the 
safety appliances are more apt to work than on elevators which 
run at a high rate of speed. The importance of guarding elevator 
openings is realized by many manufacturers, and automatic hatches 
and gates are gradually taking the place of bars and chains, 
which are apt to be left out of place when most needed. That a 
careful man be placed in charge of an elevator is recommended, 
where they are used extensively. This course has been adopted 
by many and has undoubtedly proved beneficial. Where many 
persons have charge of the same elevator, appliances for locking 
the shipping cable, so that the elevator cannot be started from 
the floors above or beneath while the elevators are being loaded 
or unloaded, is recommended as a preventative of accidents. 

FIRE ESCAPES. 
Chapter CCLIV of the General Statutes of Connecticut, 
plainly states that all factory buildings shall be provided with 
sufficient means of egress in the case of fire. The enforcement 
of the law is placed in the hands of the building inspector of each 
city, the warden of each borough, and the selectmen of each 
town, not having a building inspector, whose duty it is to visit 
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them once each year at least, between April ist and October ist, 
and to see that such buildings are provided with sufficient means 
of egress. Since 1895 over sixty places not having proper egress 
have been reported to the local authorities by the factory 
inspector. In most places they did not know that it belonged 
to them to inspect them. When a factory is found in which 
there ought to be changes made, the owner is given a copy of 
the law and told that the building will be reported to the proper 
officer, who can determine whether a fire escape or an additional 
stairway is needed. Sometimes they will send for the proper 
officer themselves, saying that they do not wish to run any risk 
or have their employes. In other instances fire escapes have not 
been provided, it is found in the next year's inspection, though 
plainly a violation of the law, and the building is then reported 
again. In other States having a factory inspector the placing of 
fire escapes on the factories is left in the hands of the inspector. 
The law as it now stands is a source of much good, as the build- 
ing inspectors and other officials whose duty it is to enforce the 
law usually issue orders at once for the needed changes. 

The law in regard to fire escapes, found in the General Stat- 
utes, in Chapters CCLIV and CCCXLVI, of the Public Acts of 
1895, reads as follws : 

CHAPTER CCLIV. 

An Act concerning Fire-Escapes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened: 

Section i. Every story above the first story of any building 
used or occupied as a schoolhouse, orphan asylum, insane asylum, 
reformatory of any kind, opera house, hall, rented or used for 
public assemblies of any kind, boarding-house accommodating 
more than twelve persons, or tenement house occupied by more 
than five families, shall be provided with more than one way of 
egress, by stairways on the inside or fire-escapes on the outside 
of such building. And said stairways and fire-escapes shall, at 
all times, be kept free from obstruction, and shall be accessible 
from each room in every story above the first story. 

Sec. 2. If any of the above-named buildings, or any work- 
shop, manufactury, hotel, boarding-house, tenement house, or 
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Other building in whole or in part, for any of the purposes above 
specified, or in which more than twenty persons shall be em- 
ployed above the first story, shall be more than two stories in 
height, it shall be provided with at least one fire-escape, of iron 
or other incombustible material, on the outside of said building; 
and if such building shall be more than one hundred and fifty 
feet in length, then it shall be provided with one such fire-escape 
for every one hundred and fifty feet, or fractional part thereof 
exceeding fifty feet in length of such building ; and such fire- 
escapes shall be conveniently accessible from each story of said 
building. 

Sec 3. It shall be the duty of the owner of every such build- 
ing to provide such fire-escapes and means of egress, or cause 
the same to be provided, and if he shall neglect so to do, for a 
period of three months after the passage of this act, or for a 
period of three mpnths after notice so to do from the building 
inspector or other proper authority, he shall, on conviction 
thereof, be fined not more than five hundred dollars, or imprisoned 
not more than six months, or both. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the building inspector of each 
city, the warden of each borough, and the first selectman of each 
town not having a building inspector, either by himself, or by 
some proper person appointed by him, to inspect all of the 
above-named buildings at least once each year between April 
first and October first, and to see that the provisions of this act 
are complied with ; and for such purpose he will have the right 
to enter any of said buildings in the daytime, between the hours 
of nine and five o'clock. And said city, borough, or town shall 
fix and pay the compensation for all services under the provisions 
of this act. 

Sec 5. This act shall not impair or effect the provisions of 
Chapter XXIV of the Public Acts of 1893 concerning fire-escapes 
in hotels. 

Sec. 6. Sections 2645, 2646 and 2647 of the General Statutes, 
and Chapter CLIV of the Public Acts of 1889, and Chapter CV 
of the Public Acts of 1893, ^^^ hereby repealed. 

Approved, June 29, 1895. 
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CHAPTER CCCXLVI. 

An Act amending an Act concerning Fire-Escapes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 

Assembly convened : 

Section two of Chapter CCLIV of the acts of this assembly, 
approved June 29, 1895, is hereby amended by inserting after 
the word ** building" where it occurs the second time in said 
section, the words, '* unless it shall be made to appear to the 
building inspector or other proper authority, as provided in sec- 
tion four of this act, that said building is already supplied with a 
sufficient number of safe and proper means of egress." 

Approved, July 9, 1895. 

UNSAFE BUILDINGS. 

During the past year two unsafe factory buildings have been 
reported. One of them is to be replaced by a new fire-proof 
building, the other has been repaired and is now deemed safe. 
The cities of this State have in the past few years been giving 
close attention to the inspection of buildings within their limits 
and have employed practical men for their inspection. The in- 
spection of factories, however, has been understood by many of 
them to belong to the factory inspector. In one instance within 
the past two years a factory was found in which three sixteen-inch 
floor beams were broken and tjie walls were bulged out on the 
side caused by the foundation settling. Its condition was reported 
to the local building inspector who said that he did not have any- 
thing to do with that part of the city, but that it belonged to the 
Fire committee. The mayor was visited and the condition of the 
building laid before him. A few weeks later the building was 
revisited and found to haye been reinforced in parts that were 
weak, and to be in a safe condition. Here was a strange condi- 
tion of affairs. A city having a regular building inspector who 
had power only to inspect part of the buildings. 

An Act concerning Unsafe Buildings. 

Sections 2626 and 2627 of the Revised Statutes read : 

Section 2626. The Court of Common Council of each city 
shall have power to make ordinances to prevent the erection of 
unsafe buildings therein, to provide for the examination of all 
plans and specifications of proposed buildings, to provide for the 
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inspection of all buildings in process of erection, to make general 
rules regarding the materials to be used in buildings, and the 
strength and manner of using the same, to prohibit the erection 
of any building not in conformity with such rules and the plans 
and specifications of which shall not have been examined and 
approved in accordance with such ordinance, and to provide for 
the appointment of an inspector of buildings. 

Sec. 2627. The Selectmen of any town, the Court of Com- 
mon Council of any city, and the Warden and Burgesses of any 
borough, may, and on the written application of any of its inhabi- 
tants, shall examine any building or proposed building therein 
with reference to its safety, after reasonable notice to the owner 
or builder and occupant, and may make such written order 
relative to its construction, maintenance, protection, repairs, or 
removal, as they may deem proper, a true and attested copy of 
which shall be left by some proper officer with or at the usual 
place of abode of such occupant, and such owner or builder if 
resident in this State. 

GUARDING OF DANGEROUS PARTS OF MACHINERY. 

During the past few years close attention has been given to 
the guarding of gears and dangerous parts of machinery by the 
makers. The manufacturers of steam mangles used for laundry 
work now provide a safety strip or other guard so that an opera- 
tive feeding the machines cannot run the hand into the rolls and 
have the finger tips crushed and burned. Such improvements 
can be made more easily in the foundries and machine shops 
where they are built than at the places where they are operated. 
Foreign built machinery is often guarded in places which seem 
but little dangerous. One is told that such precautions are 
required on account of the strict factory laws. 

PROJECTING SET SCREWS. 

Projecting set screws in collars on shafting have proved a 
source of great danger, as many accidents have occurred by per- 
sons having their clothing caught either in oiling or throwing on 
belts and being wound around the shafting and killed. They are 
now generally recognized as exceedingly dangerous by most 
people. Safety collars in which the heads of set screws are sunk 
beneath the surface of collars are much used to overcome this 
danger. 
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SANITARY CONDITIONS. 

Section 3267 of the General Statutes, provides that any person 
or corporation managing or operating any factory, or owning or 
controlling any other building in which five or more persons are 
employed, must provide suitable water closet accommodations. 
The enforcement of this law is met b}- many difficulties. Some 
places have no sewers, or if they have them, extend only over 
part of the place. Earth closets are often found situate quite a 
distance from the factory and in a filthy condition. When orders 
are given to have them cleaned out it is done, but at the next 
year's inspection they are sometimes found in precisely the same 
condition. The extension of the sewerage system in many large 
places will give a chance to do away with earth closets and 
replace them by good flush water closets which can be more easily 
kept in a clean and sanitary condition. Many manufacturers 
have provided dressing rooms for the use of the female operatives 
employed. This is required by law in most other States. 

IN CONCLUSION. 

All factory inspectors of this State have recommended the 
passage of a law requiring that all serious accidents should be 
reported to the factory inspector. A bill to this effect was intro- 
duced in the General Assembly of 1897, and referred to the 
Committee on Labor who reported unfavorably. The following 
States have such a law : Massachusetts, New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Minnesota, Missouri, and Rhode Island.

Factories and Factory Inspectors. 

CONNECTICUT. 
(General Statutes.) 
CHAPTER CXLV. 

Section 2264. The inspector of factories shall, as often as 
practicable, carefully examine all buildings and places where 
machinery shall be used, and shall have authority to enter such 
buildings and places at all proper times for the purposes of such 
inspection. 

Sec. 2265. All factories and buildings where machinery shall 
be used shall be well ventilated, and kept as clean as the nature 
of the business will permit. The belting, shafting, gearing, 
machinery, and drums of all factories and buildings where 
machinery shall be used, when so placed as, in the opinion of the 
inspector, to be dangerous to the persons employed therein while 
engaged in their ordinary duties, shall, as far as practicable, be 
securely guarded. No machinery other than steam engines in a 
factory shall be cleaned while running, after notice forbidding the 
same is given by the inspector to the owners or operators of the 
factory. 

Sec. 2266. The inspector may order the opening of all hoist- 
ways, hatchways, elevator-wells, and wheel-holes, upon every 
floor of any factory or other building where machinery shall be 
used, to be protected by good trap-doors, self-closing hatches, 
and safety-catches, or other safeguards, such as will insure the 
safety of the employes in such factory or other buildings where 
machinery shall be used, and all due diligence shall be used to 
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keep such trap-doors closed at all times, except when in actual 
use by an occupant of the building having the use and control 
of the same. 

( Amended by Chap. CXVIII, Public Acts, 1893. See page 88). 

Sec. 2267. Every person or corporation managing or oper- 
ating any factory, or owning or controlling the use of any other 
building where more than five persons shall be employed at labor, 
shall provide suitable water-closet accommodations for the use of 
the persons employed, and shall keep the same in good sanitary 
condition. 

Sec. 2268. It shall be the duty of the inspector to enforce 
the provisions of this chapter by giving proper orders or notices 
to the persons or corporations owning, operating, or managing 
the factories or buildings inspected by him, and also to make 
complaint to the state's attorneys in the several counties respec- 
tively of all violations of this chapter. 

Sec. 2269. Any person, firm, or corporation being the owner, 
lessee, or occupant of any factory or building included within the 
provisions of this chapter, or owning or controlling the use of 
any room in such building, shall, for the violation of any pro- 
visions of sections 2265, 2266, or 2267, forfeit to the use of the 
state not less than fifty nor more than five hundred dollars, and 
shall also be liable to any employe for all damages suffered by 
him by reason of such violation. It shall be the duty of the state's 
attorneys in the several counties to collect forfeitures under this 
chapter, but no suit shall be brought for any such violation, 
either in behalf of any person or the state, until four weeks after 
notice has been given by the inspector to such person, firm, or 
corporation of any changes necessary to be made to comply with 
the provisions of said sections, and not then, if, in the meantime, 
such changes have been made in accordance with such notifi- 
cation. Nothing herein shall be construed as limiting in any way 
the right of a person injured to bring an action to recover damages 
for the same, as though this chapter had not been enacted.

Sec 2270. The orders and notices given by the inspector 
under this chapter shall be written or printed, and signed by him 
officially, and may be served by himself or any proper officer or 
indifferent person,* by leaving an attested copy thereof with or at 
the usual place of abode of the person upon whom service is to 
be made ; and the notice, properly endorsed with the doings of 
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the persons or officer serving the same, shall be returned to the 
office of the town clerk of the town in which is located the 
factory, building, or business to which such notice appertains, 
where it shall be kept on file. Such notice, and copies thereof, 
duly certified by the town clerk, shall be prima facie evidence 
that notice was given as therein appears. Notice to one member 
of a firm shall be notice to every member thereof, and notice to 
the president, secretary, or treasurer of a corporation shall be 
notice to such corporation. The fees for serving such orders 
and notices, unless served by the inspector, shall be the same as 
for the service of process in civil actions, and shall be included in 
the necessary expenses of the inspector and paid by the state. 

Sec. 2371. It shall be the duty of the comptroller to provide 
suitable rooms in the capitol at Hartford for the use of the in- 
spector, and to furnish him blank forms for the purpose of giving 
notices and orders required by this chapter, and for annual 
reports to be made to the governor. The inspector shall keep, 
in books provided by the comptroller for that purpose, copies of 
all notices and orders given by him, and a record of all inspections 
and examinations made, and upon the expiration of his term of 
office shall file his books of record with the secretary of state. 

Sec. 2272. The inspector may from time to time employ 
special agents to assist him in his inspections and examinations, 
who shall receive compensation for the time actually employed in 
such service only. The total amount expended under this sec- 
tion shall not exceed in any one year the sum of fifteen hundred 
dollars, which shall be paid by the state upon proper vouchers by 
the special agents, which shall be signed by the inspector.

The comptroller shall annually cause to be printed, 
at the expense of the state, five thousand copies of the report of 
the inspector of factories. 

Sec 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

CHAPTER CCXXV. 

An Act relating to Factories. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened : 

Section 2269 of the general statutes is hereby amended by in- 
serting between the words ** sections'* and the figures ''2265" in 
the fifth line thereof, the figures ** 2264," so that the first sentence 
of said section as amended shall read as follows : Any person, 
firm, or corporation being the owner, or lessee, or occupant of

CHAPTER LIX. 

An Act concerning the Employment of Custodians of Elevators. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General

permit or employ any person under the age of sixteen years to 
have the care, custody, operation, or management of any elevator. 

Sec 2. Any person, partnership, or corporation vialating the 
provisions of this act shall be punished by a line of not less than 
five nor more than twenty-five dollars for each offense.

CHAPTER LXXVII. 
An Act concerning Seats for Female Operatives. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 

Assembly convened : 

Section i. Every person, partnership, or corporation em- 
ploying females, in any mercantile, mechanical, or manufacturing 
establishment in this state, shall furnish and provide suitable 
seats for the use of all females so employed, and shall permit the 
use of such seats by said females when they are not necessarily 
engaged in the active duties for which they are employed. 

Sec. 2. Any person, partnership, or corporation violating 
any of the provisions of this act shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than five dollars nor more than fifty dollars for each and 
every offense. 

Approved, April 19, 1893.

CHAPTER CXVIII. 

An Act concerning Elevators. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 

Assembly convened : 

Section 2266 of the general statutes is hereby amended to read 
as follows : The inspector of factories may order the opening of 
all hoistways, hatchways, elevator- wells, and well-holes, upon 
every floor of every factory, mercantile establishment, or other 
building where machinery shall be used, to be protected by good 
trap-doors, self-closing hatches, and safety- catches or other safe- 
guards, such as will ensure the safety of the employes in such 
factory, mercantile establishment, or other building where machin- 
ery shall be used, and all due diligence shall be used to keep such 
trap-doors closed at all times, except when in actual use by an 
occupant of the building having the use and control of the same. 
All elevator cabs or cars, whether used for freight or passengers, 
shall be provided with some suitable mechanical devices, if con- 
sidered necessary by the said inspector, whereby the cab or car 
will be securely held in the event of accident to the shipper-rope 
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or hoisting machinery, or from any similar cause, and said me- 
chanical device shall at all times be kept in good working order. 
Approved, May i8, 1893. 

(Public Acts of 1893.) 

CHAPTER CCIV. 

An Act for the Preservation of the Health of Factory Employes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 

Assembly Convened : 

Section i. Whenever the inspector of factories, on the 
complaint of any person, after due investigation, shall find it 
necessary for the preservation of the health of the employes in 
any manufacturing establishment, factory, or mill in which is 
carried on the business of buffing, polishing, or grinding metal, 
or any operations in which an excessive amount of dust is gener- 
ated, that the excessive dust resulting from said operations should 
be removed from the atmosphere of the rooms or apartments 
used for that purpose, he shall, in writing, direct the person or 
persons or corporation owning or occupying said premises, or 
carrying on business in such premises, within three months from 
the date of said order, to introduce and operate such appliances 
or devices as may be necessary to remove, so far as the nature of 
the business will permit, such excessive dust or foreign matter 
from the atmosphere of such mill, factory, or apartment used for 
the purposes aforesaid ; provided such appliances or devices do 
not restrict or interfere with the aforesaid business or operations. 

Sec. 2. Any violation of any proper order made or given by 
the inspector of factories, under the provision of the preceding 
section, shall be punished in the manner provided in section 2269 
of the general statutes. 

Approved, June 14, 1893.

CHAPTER CCVI. 

An Act relating to Duties of the Inspector of Factories. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 

Assembly convened : 

Section 2272 of the general statutes is hereby amended to read 
as follows : The inspector may from time to time employ special 
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agents to assist him in the performance of the duties of his office. 
Such special agents while so employed shall have the same power 
and authority as the inspector, subject to his approval. The 
total amount expended under this section shall not exceed in any 
one year the sum of three thousand dollars, which shall be paid 
in the same manner as the expenses of other departments of the 
state government, upon proper vouchers by the special agents, 
signed by the inspector. 
Approved, June 14, 1893.

CHAPTER CCVI. 

An Act concerning Inspection of Factories. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 

Assembly convened : 

Section i. Section 2269 of the general statutes is hereby 
amended to read as follows : Any person, firm, or corporation, 
being the owner, lessee, or occupant of any factory or building 
included within the provisions of this chapter, or owning or con- 
trolling the use of any room in such building, shall, for any vio- 
lations of sections 2265, 2266, or 2267 of the general statutes, or 
for obstructing or hindering the inspector of factories in carrying 
out the duties of his office, forfeit to the use of the state not more 
than fifty dollars. It shall be the duty of the state's attorneys 
in the several counties to collect forfeitures under this chapter, 
but no suit shall be brought for any such violation until four 
weeks after notice has been given by the inspector to such person, 
firm, or corporation of any changes necessary to be made to 
comply with the provisions of said sections, and not then if, in 
the meantime, such changes have been made in accordance with 
such notification. Nothing herein shall be construed as limiting 
in any way the right of a person injured to bring an action to 
recover damages for the same, as though this chapter had not 
been enacted. 

Sec. 2. Any person, firm, or corporation aggrieved by any 
order of an inspector of factories may appeal to the superior 
court in the county where the person, firm, or corporation owns, 
leases, or occupies the factory or building in relation to which 
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said order relates, within four weeks after notice of such order 
shall be given. Said appeal shall operate as a supersedeas, shall 
be made in writing, and shall contain a brief statement of the 
facts and reasons of appeal and a citation to the inspector of 
factories to appear before said court, and said court or any judge 
thereof may direct the time of appearance and the manner of 
service. Said court may review the doings of the factory inspec- 
tor, may examine the questions in issue, and may confirm, change, 
or set aside the doings of the factory inspector, and may make 
such orders in the premises, including orders as to costs, as it 
may find to be proper and equitable. 

Sec. 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed.

CHAPTER CCXCIV. 

An Act concerning Department Reports. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened : 

Section i. All reports heretofore or hereafter required to be 
made by state departments, institutions, commissions, boards, or 
any recipients of state money shall, from and after the passage 
of this act, be made to the governor and by him transmitted, to 
the general assembly. 

Sec. 2. All reports above referred to shall be made to and 
including the thirtieth of September, 1895, and annually there- 
after, and shall be published on or before the thirty-first day of 
December following ; provided, however, that the reports of the 
insurance commissioner and the state board of education may be 
made at times and for the periods now required by law, and the 
reports of the state board of agriculture and of the agricultural 
experiment stations may be made as heretofore. 

All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect from its passage.

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THE INSPECTION OF BAKESHOPS. 



Within the past three years advocates for the inspection of 
bakeshops have been many. England has for many years re- 
quired the inspection of all bakeshops as to their cleanliness and 
sanitary condition. The Journeyman Bakers and Confectioners 
International Union of America have worked faithfully for the 
passage of laws in the different States requiring that all bake- 
shops should be inspected, and have endeavored to improve the 
condition of the many men employed in the baking trade. The 
State of New York in 1895, passed a law requiring the inspection 
of bakeshops. The writer had the privilege of listening to a 
report of one of their inspectors in 1895, who described the con- 
ditions found in some of the shops inspected, which seemed 
astonishing, but it was afterwards proved in other States that 
such conditions did exist. The States of Minnesota, Ohio, Mary- 
land, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Massachusetts, and Connec- 
ticut, and the Province of Ontario, Canada, have taken steps in 
the same direction. The Connecticut law was passed in the 
General Assembly of 1897, and went into effect July 15th of that 
year. During the time from July 15th to September 30th, the 
close of the fiscal year, 254 bakeshops had been visited for the 
first time and over 100 second inspections made and their con- 
dition reported to the local health officers. 

During the past three months much has been said about the 
unsanitary condition of bakeshopes by the press. This is only 
one side of the situation, as there are many shops which are 
clean and produce wholesome food and they should not be judged 
by the condition of the minority. Neither should the sale of the 
products of the bakeshops be injured, as they are a necessity to 
many people who work in the factories and workshops who do 
not have time to do their own baking. The law regulating the 
manufacture of flour and meal from cereals into food will no 
doubt be the means of producing a healthier and cleaner product 
of the bakeshops in general- At some places visited the owners 
go right to work and thoroughly clean them out, and when the 
local health officers make them a visit no criticism can be made. 
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It will be noticed in the printed tables, that many complaints 
relate to the plumbing of sinks and the condition and location of 
water-closets, which in many instances were the fault of the land- 
lord, instead of the tenants, as they often refused to make any 
repairs or changes. 

Others are in regard to whitening the walls and ceilings which 
had become black from the smoke produced by the cruller ket- 
tles or ovens. This may not be any menace to health, but under 
the present law cannot be called clean. A general willingness 
has been shown by the owners of most bakeries to make the nec- 
essary changes to conform with the law. Several health officers 
have reported in their locality much improvement had been made 
before their visit. Some shops have been abandoned by the 
lesees themselves or by order of the local health officer, as they 
were realized to be unsuitable places in which to produce whole- 
some food. There can be no reasonable excuse offered for the 
floors of shops being covered with refuse dough, which by the use 
of a scraper shows that it has lain there many days and become 
hard, or for barrels of waste bread, cake, egg shells, and bad eggs 
allowed to accumulate in the shops which draw flies who seem to 
take a special delight in alighting on bread taken from the oven 
to cool. In making over one hundred second inspections, it gives 
me pleasure to say that conditions existing at first visit have been 
largely removed or were in process of removal and that the local 
health officers seemed willing to receive complaints, reported 
to them and have shown a desire to order necessary changes. The 
following bakeshop laws are in force in the different States and 
provinces : 

BAKESHOP LAW OP CONNECTICUT. 

An Act concerning the Regulation of the Manufacture of Flour 
and Meal from Cereals into Food. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened : 
Section i. Every building, room, or place, used in or in con- 
nection with the manufacture for sale of any article of food com- 
posed wholly or in part of flour or meal from cereals, shall be 
known under this act as a *' bakeshop. " 

Sec. 2. Every bakeshop shall be properly drained, plumbed, 
ventilated, and kept in a clean and sanitary condition, and con-

ducted with proper regard to the health of the operatives and the 
production of wholesome food. 

Sec. 3, Every bakeshop shall be provided with a proper 
wash-room and water-closet or closets, apart from the bakeroom 
or rooms where the manufacturing of such food products is con- 
ducted, and no water-closet, earth closet, or privy shall be within 
the bakeroom of any bakery. 

Sec. 4. The sleeping places for persons employed in a bake- 
shop shall be kept separate from the room or rooms where flour 
or meal food products are manufactured or stored. 

Sec. 5. The factory inspector shall examine all bakeshops as 
frequently as may be necessary, to ascertain whether they are 
kept and conducted in the manner herein provided ; and shall, in 
addition to such regulation as the factory inspector is by law now 
authorized to make, report in writing to the local health officer of 
any town, city, or borough, every bakeshop located within such 
jurisdiction found not kept and conducted as herein provided ; 
and such health officer shall thereupon investigate, or cause to be 
investigated, by other health officer or officers, such unsanitary 
conditions so reported to him, and if found to exist, shall cause 
the same to be removed in the manner now provided by the laws 
relating to public health, as provided in section 2592 of the 
general statutes. 

Approved May 25, 1897. 

THE NEW YORK LAW. 
[Parsed May 2, 1895; amended May 14, 1896; took effect July 1, 1896.] 

Section, j. No employe shall be required, permitted or suf- 
fered to work in a biscuit, bread or cake bakery or confectionery 
establishment more than sixty hours in any one week, or more 
than ten hours in any one day, unless for the purpose of making 
a shorter workday on the last day of the week, nor more hours in 
any one week than will make an average of ten hours per day for 
the whole number of days in which such person shall so work 
during such week. 

Sec. 2. All buildings or rooms occupied as biscuit, bread, 
pie or cake bakeries shall be drained and plumbed in a manner to 
conduce the proper and healthful sanitary condition thereof, and 
constructed with air shafts, windows or ventilating pipes sufficient 
to insure ventilation, as the factory inspector or any of his deputies 
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shall direct. No cellar or basement not now used for a bakery 
shall hereafter be occupied and used as a bakery unless the pro- 
prietor shall have previously complied with the sanitary provis- 
ions of this act. 

Sec. 3. Every room used for the manufacture of flour or 
meal food products shall be at least eight feet in height and shall 
have, if deemed necessary by the factory inspector, an imperme- 
able floor constructed of cement or of tiles laid in cement, with 
an additional flooring, or* of wood properly saturated with linseed 
oil. The side walls of such rooms shall be plastered or wains- 
coted, and if required by the factory inspector or a deputy factory 
inspector, the side walls and ceiling shall be whitewashed at least 
once in three months, and the woodwork of such walls shall be 
painted when required by such inspector or deputy. The furni- 
ture and utensils in such rooms shall be so arranged that the 
furniture and floor may at all times be kept in a proper and 
healthful sanitary and clean condition. No domestic animal, 
except cats, shall be allowed to remain in a room used as a biscuit, 
bread, pie or cake bakery, or any room in such bakery where 
flour or meal food products are stored. 

Sec. 4. The manufactured flour or meal food products shall 
be kept in perfectly dry and airy rooms, so arranged that the 
floors, shelves and all other facilities for storing the same can be 
easily and perfectly cleaned. 

Sec. 5. Every such bakery shall be provided with a proper 
wash-room and water-closet or closets, apart from the bakeroom 
or rooms where the manufacturing of such food products is con- 
ducted ; and no water-closet, earth-closet, privy or ash-pit shall 
be within, or communicate directly with, the bakeroom of any 
bakery, hotel or public restuarant. 

Sec. 6. The sleeping places for the persons employed in the 
bakery shall be kept separate from the room or rooms where flour 
or meal food products are manufactured or stored, and the factory 
inspector or a deputy factory inspector may inspect such sleeping 
places if they are on the same floor as the bakery, and order them 
cleaned or changed in compliance with sanitary principles. 

Sec. 7. Any person who violates any of the provisions of 
this act, or refuses to comply with any requirement of the factory 
inspector or a deputy factory inspector, as provided herein, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be punished

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by a fine of not less than ^20 nor more than ^50 for a first offense, 
and not less than J50 nor more than $100 for a second offense, or 
imprisonment for not more than ten days, and for a third offense 
by a fine of not less than $250 and not more than thirty days' 
imprisonment. 

Sec. 8. For the purpose of enforcing this act and of Chapter 
409 of the laws of 1886 and acts amendatory thereof, the factory 
inspector may appoint six deputies, each of whom shall receive 
an annual salary of $1,200, together with his necessary traveling 
and other expenses incurred in his discharging the duties of his 
office, payable monthly by the Treasurer on the warrant of the 
Comptroller, upon proper vouchers approved by the factory 
inspector. Under the direction of the factory inspector such 
deputies shall inspect all bakeries and see that the provisions of 
this act and of Chapter 409 of the laws of 1886, and the acts 
amendatory thereof, are observed therein. Such deputies shall 
have all the powers and duties of the deputy inspectors, and shall 
be amenable to the supervision and control of the factory inspector 
the same as the deputy factory inspectors appointed under Chap- 
ter 409 of the laws of 1886 and the acts amendatory thereof. The 
factory inspector, or a deputy factory inspector authorized by 
him, shall issue a certificate to a person conducting a bakery 
where such bakery is conducted in compliance with all the pro- 
visions of this act. 

Sec. 9. The owner, agent or lessee of any property affected 
by the provisions of Sections 2, 3 or 5 of this act shall, within 
sixty days after the service of a notice requiring any alterations 
to be made in or upon such premises, comply therewith, and such 
notice shall be in writing and may be served upon such owner, 
agent or lessee, either personally or by mail, and a notice mailed 
to the last known address of such owner, agent or lessee shall be 
deemed sufficient for the purposes of this act. 

THE ONTARIO BAKESHOP ACT. 
[ Assented to April 7, 1896. ] 

1. This act may be cited as the bakeshops act, 1896. 

2. In the construction of this act the following words shall 
have the meanings hereinafter expressed unless a contrary inten- 
tion appears. 

( I ) The word '* bakeshop " shall mean any building, premises, 
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workshop, structure, room or place wherein is carried on the 
manufacture, for sale, of confectionery or of bread, biscuits, 
cakes or any other food product made from flour or from meal, or 
from both, in whole or in part, and the said bakeshop shall include 
also any room or rooms used for storing the flour or meal, and 
also any room or rooms used for storing the confectionery, bread, 
cakes, biscuits and other food products. 

( 2 ) The word *' inspector " shall mean any inspector ap- 
pointed by order of the Lieutenant-Governor in Council under the 
provisions of the Ontario factories act, or any inspector appointed 
by order of the Lieutenant-Governer in Council for the en- 
forcement of this act. 

( 3 ) The word *' employer " shall mean any person who, in his 
own behalf or as the manager, superintendent, overseer or agent 
of any person, firm, company or corporation, has charge of any 
bakeshop or employs any person or persons therein. 

(4) The word **week" shall mean the period between mid- 
night on Sunday night and midnight on the succeeding Saturday 
night. 

3. All bakeshops to which this act applies shall be construc- 
ted as to lighting, heating, ventilating and draining in such a 
manner as not to be detrimental or injurious to the health of any 
person working therein, and shall also be kept, at all times, in a 
clean and sanitary condition, so as to secure the production and 
preservation of all the food products thereof in a good, whole- 
some condition. 

4. Every bakeshop shall be provided with a proper wash- 
room, closet and other conveniences necessary for the health and 
comfort of the persons employed therein, the wash room, closet 
and other conveniences to be separate from the bakeshop ; and 
such wash-room, closet and other conveniences shall be kept 
clean and in a sanitary condition. 

5. The sleeping place or places of the employes of every 
bakeshop shall be entirely separate from the bakeshop, and no 
person shall be allowed to sleep in such bakeshop. 

6. Every bakeshop shall be provided with proper means and 
facilities of escape in case of fire, such means or facilities to be 
to the satisfaction of the inspector empowered by this act to 
inspect such bakeshops. 

7. No employer shall require, permit or suffer any employe 
in any bakeshop to work more than sixty hours in any one week.

except by permission of the inspector, given in writing to the 
employer. 

8. No employer shall knowingly require, permit or suffer any 
person to work in his bakeshop who is affected with consumption 
of the lungs, or with scrofula, or with any venereal disease, or 
with any communicable skin disease, and every employer is hereby 
required to maintain himself and his employes in a clean and 
healthy condition while engaged in the manufacture, handling or 
sale of such food products. 

9. The inspectors appointed under the Ontario Factories act 
are hereby appointed inspector, under this act for the purpose of 
enforcing it, and the Lieutenant-Governor in Council may, in 
addition, appoint one or more persons as inspectors under this 
act for the purpose of enforcing it, and these inspectors shall 
have full powers at all times to enter and inspect all bakeshops, 
and to institute proceedings at law for the enforcement of this act. 

10. Any employer who violates any section of this act, or who 
refuses the inspector admittance to his bakeshop, or who neglects 
or refuses to comply with any lawful requirement of the inspector 
in connection with the enforcement of this act shall, for the first 
offense, on conviction thereof, forfeit and pay a penalty of not 
less than $20 besides costs and not more than $40, besides costs ; 
and for the second offense, on conviction thereof, such person 
shall forfeit and pay a penalty of not less than $50, besides 
cost, and not more than $100, besides costs, and in default of 
payment thereof he shall be imprisoned in the county gaol of the 
county in which the offense is committed for a period not exceed- 
ing thirty days, and to be kept at hard labor at the discretion of 
the convicting magistrate ; and for the third or subsequent offense, 
on conviction thereof, such person shall be imprisoned in such 
gaol for a period not exceeding six months, to be kept at hard 
labor in the discretion of the convicting magistrate. 

OHIO BAKESHOP LAW. 

[Passed April 27, 1806.] 

Section i. Be it enacted, etc., That no employe shall be 
required, permitted or suffered to work in a biscuit, bread or cake 
bakery or confectionery establishment more than sixty hours in 
one week, or more than ten hours in one day, unless for the 
purpose of making a shorter workday on the last day of the week, 
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nor more hours in one week than will average ten hours per day 
for the whole number of days in which such person shall so work 
during the week ; and the working time shall begin by entering 
the shop and be concluded ten hours thereafter. No employe in 
any biscuit, bread or cake bakery shall be discharged by his em- 
ployer for having made any truthful statement as a witness in a 
court, or to the factory inspector, in pursuance of this act. 

Sec. 2. The manufactured flour [or] meal food products 
shall be kept in perfectly dry and airy rooms, so arranged that the 
floors, shelves and all other facilities for storing the same can be 
easily and perfectly cleaned. 

Sec. 3. Every such bakery shall be provided with a proper 
wash-room and water-closet or closets, apart from the bake-room 
or rooms where the manufacturing of such food products is con- 
ducted ; and no water-closet, earth-closet, privy or ash-pit shall be 
within or communicate directly with the bake-room of any bakery, 
hotel or public restaurant. 

Sec. 4. All buildings or rooms occupied as biscuit, bread or 
cake bakeries shall be drained and plumbed in a manner to con- 
duce to the proper healthful and sanitary condition thereof, and 
constructed with air-shafts, windows or ventilating pipes sufficient 
to insure ventilation, as a factory inspector or any of his deputies 
shall direct. No cellar or basement not now used as a bakery 
shall be hereafter used and occupied as a bakery, and a cellar 
heretofore occupied shall, when once closed, not be reopened 
unless the proprietor shall have previously complied with the 
provisions of this act. 

Sec. 5. Every room used for the manufacture of flour or 
meal food shall be at least nine feet in height. The side walls 
and ceilings of such rooms shall be plastered or wainscoted, and, 
if required by the factory inspector, shall be whitewashed at least 
once in three months. The furniture and utensils of such rooms 
shall be so arranged that the furniture and floor may at all times 
be kept in a proper healthful sanitary condition. No domestic 
animals, except cats, shall be allowed to remain in a room used 
as a biscuit, bread or cake bakery, or for the storage of flour and 
meal food products. 

Sec. 6. The sleeping places for persons employed in a bakery 
shall be kept separate from the room or rooms where flour or 
meal food products are manufactured or stored, and the factory 
inspector or deputy factory inspector may inspect such sleeping 
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places, if they are on the same premises as the bakery, and order 
them cleaned or changed in compliance with sanitary principles. 
Sec. 7. For the purpose of enforcing this act, the chief in- 
spector of workshops and factories shall appoint two additional 
district inspectors who shall be appointed in the same manner 
and possess the same qualifications, and whose term of office shall 
be the same and on the same conditions, and receive the same 
compensation as the district inspector authorized by Section 
2572a, including Sections 2 and 3 and Section 2573a-2 revised 
statutes. After the inspection of a bakery has been made, and it 
is found to conform to this act, the chief inspector may issue a 
certificate to the owner or operator of such bakery, that it is 
conducted in compliance with all the provisions of this act ; but 
where orders are issued by the inspector to improve the condition 
of a bakery no such certificate shall be issued until such order 
and the provisions of this act shall have been complied with. 

Sec. 8. The owner, agent or lessee of any property affected 
by the provisions of Sections 2, 3 or 5 of this act shall, within 
thirty days after the service of a notice requiring any alterations 
to be made in or upon such premises, comply therewith, and such 
notice shall be in writing and may be served upon such owner, 
agent or lessee either personally or by mail, and a notice mailed 
to the last known address of such owner, agent or lessee shall be 
deemed sufficient for the purposes of this act. 

Sec. 9. Any person who violates the provisions of this act 
or refuses to comply with any requirement of the factory inspec- 
tor or deputy factory inspector, as provided herein, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than I20 or more than $50 for the first offense, 
and not less than $50 nor more than $100 for the second offense, 
or imprisonment for not more than ten days, and for the third 
offense by a fine of not less than $250 and not more than thirty 
days' imprisonment. 

BAKESHOP LAW IN NEW JERSEY. 
[Approved April 16, 18%.] 

Sec I. Be it enacted^ etc. No employe shall be required, 
permitted or suffered to work in a biscuit, bread or cake bakery 
or confectionery establishment more than sixty hours in any one 
week or more than ten hours in any one day unless for the pur- 
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pose of making a shorter workday on the last day of the week, 
nor more hours in any one week than will make an average of 
ten hours per day for the whole number of days in which such 
person shall so work during such week ; but it shall be lawful, in 
cases of emergency, for employers to permit any employe and 
and for the latter to work an additional time not exceeding two 
hours per day, such extra work to be remunerated at the current 
rate of the weekly wages paid to such employe for his weekly work 
of sixty hours ; no employe in any biscuit, bread or cake bakery 
shall be cischarged by his employer for having made any truthful 
statement as a witness in court or to the factory inspector or a 
deputy factory inspector, in pursuance of this act. 

2. All buildings or rooms occupied as biscuit, bread or cake 
bakeries shall be drained and plumbed in a manner to conduce to 
the proper and healthful sanitary condition thereof, and con- 
structed with air shafts, windows or ventilating pipes sufficient to 
insure ventilation, as the factory inspector or any of his deputies 
shall direct; no cellar or basement not now occupied as a bakery' 
shall hereafter be occupied and used as a bakery, and a cellar 
bakery heretofore occupied, when once closed shall not be re- 
opened, unless, the proprietor shall have previously complied 
with the provisions of this act. 

3. Every room used for the manufacture of flour or meal 
food products shall be at least eight feet in height and shall have, 
if deemed necessary by the factory inspector, an impermeable 
floor, constructed of cement or of wood properly saturated with 
linseed oil ; the side-walls of such rooms shall be plastered or 
wainscoted, except where brick walls as shown, and, if required 
by the factory inspector, shall be whitewashed at least once in 
three months ; the furniture and utensils in such rooms shall be 
so arranged that the furniture and floor may at all times be kept 
in a proper and healthful, sanitary and clean condition ; no do- 
mestic animal, except cats, shall be allowed to remain in a room 
used as a biscuit, bread or cake bakery, or for storage of flour or 
meal food products. 

4. The manufactured flour or meal products shall be kept in 
perfectly dry and airy rooms, so arranged that the floors, shelves 
and all other facilities for storing the same can be easily and 
perfectly cleaned. 

5. Every such bakery shall be provided with a proper wash- 
room and water-closet or closets apart from the bake-room or 
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rooms where the manufacturing of such food products is con- 
ducted ; and no water-closet, earth-closet or privy shall be within 
or communicate directly with the bake-room of any bakery, hotel 
or public restaurant. 

6. The sleeping places for the persons employed in a bakery 
shall be kept separate from the room or rooms where flour or 
meal food products are manufactured or stored, and the factory 
inspector or a deputy factory inspector may inspect such sleeping 
places, if they are on the same premises as the bakery, and order 
them cleaned or changed in compliance with sanitary principles. 

7. Any person who violates any of the provisions of this 
act or refuses to comply with any requirement of the factory in- 
spector or deputy factory inspector, as provided herein, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than $20 nor more than $50 for the first offense, 
and not less than $^0 nor more than $100 for a second offense, or 
imprisonment for not more than ten days, and for a third offense 
by a fine of not less than §250 and not more than thirty days' 
imprisonment.
